Federal Reserve Head 


Cautions Against New 


Round of Wage Rises—Urges Cut in 
Costs _Instead. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Marriner §S. Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, said 
today that prices for some things 
have climbed beyond the reach of 
too many people, and cannot be 
maintained. 

He specifically named real es- 
tate, construction and “most farm 
products” as areas in which prices 
“are out of line with what people 
can or are willing to pay, even at 
present high levels of income.” 
Eccles cautioned against an- 
other round of wage increases, de- 
claring that “where profits per- 
mit, prices should be ‘lowered 
rather wages increased.” 

As chief shaper of the Federal 
Reserve's controls over credit, he 
set himself firmly against relaxa- 
tion of requirements for full pay- 
ment in cash for securities and 
heavy down payment and quick 
pay-off on installment purchases 
of consumer goods, 

His views were set out in a 
3000-word memorandum on the 
economic outlook, amplifying 
statements he made last Monday 
in a speech at an Agriculture De- 
partment conference. 

“The war and postwar situations 
and the inflation which already 


has occurred have created distor- 
tions and maladjustments” that 
“sooner or later, will have to be 
corrected,” Eccles gaid. 

Nevertheless, he said, the nation 
can succeed in staving off an in- 
flation-produced economic slump: 

1.If “productivity per work- 
ers can be raised—this is most 
important; 

2. “If large scale industrial 
disputes and further general 
wage increases can be avoided; 


nd 

3. “If business groups are will- 
ing to refrain from further price 
irfureases, or even to lower 
prices and rely upon volume op- 
erations for profits.” 

He summarized his conclusion 
in these words: 

“It will be far better to hold 
prices down and increase produc- 
tivity —to increase real wages — 
than to have further wage and 
price increases that would finally 
result in public resistance.” 

On the subject of the sharp de- 
cline in security prices that has 
taken place in the stock market 
since August, Eccles declared that 
development “provides a healthy 
correction to a speculative over- 
extension.” 


White House session with other 
' Cabinet members that Truman “is 
now considering a decision.” 

Two proposals were reported to 
be receiving chief consideration. 
They are: 

1. Lifting or modifying price 
controls, 

2. Importing meat from over- 
seas, principally Argentina. 

Possible Government seizure of 
cattle or meat supplies was re- 
ported definitely out the window. 

Modification Report. 

Persons familiar with the Presi- 
dent’s attitude as indicated in the 
hour-and-a-half Cabinet session 
said he inclines now toward modi- 
fying price controls, rather than 
abolishing them altogether. 

While Anderson declined to dis- 
cuss Truman's views, he remarked 
et one point that “lowerin the 
price only a fewveents ‘be 
sufficient to begin a run to 
ket.” 

Anderson told reporters on leav- 
ing the Cabinet session that Tru- 
man obtained the views and sug- 
gestions of his entire official fam- 
ily. It was the longest full-fledged 
Cabinet session of Truman’s ad- 
ministration. 

Anderson told reporters he was 
having his department study a 
petition from the OPA Beef Ad- 
visory Committee asking for the 
removal! of controls over livestock 
prices. He expects to receive some 
kind of a recommendation by to- 
night.

Others May Follow Phone 
and Laclede Gas Light, 
Associated Industries 
Predicts. 


Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
St. Louis Public Service Co. and 
Laclede Gas Light Co. have de- 
cided to hold up remittance to the 
city of the new city income tax, 
which they withheld from St. Louis 
employes’ pay for August and 
September, pending decision in a 
suit to test validity of the tax. 
There probably will be a “sub- 
stantial number” of concerns 
adopting the same procedure, the 
Post-Dispatch was told by T. J. 
Krauss, executive vice president of 
Associated Industries of Missouri. 
He was unable to say whether 
this group would include large 
companies, but the organization 
has answered numerous inquiries 
about the situation. 

Both Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri and Monsanto Chemical Co. 
are considering whether they will 
hold up their remittances of the 
tax. The oPst-Dispatch learned 
also that another large industrial 
concern, with numerous employes, 
has not reached a decision as to 
whether it will remit. 

Reason for Holding Back. 

The reason for refraining from 
remittance is the same in each 
instance—the fact that the com- 
panies will have to refund the 
withheld taxes to their employes, 
if the pending suit should result 
in knocking out the tax. These 
companies, with large payrolls, 
are concerned over whether they 
would be, successful in getting re- 
imbursement themselves from the 
city for the sums they would have 
to refund, 

Public Service Co. has estimated 
that its city income tax withhold- 
ings from paychecks amount to 
$2350 a month, for a current staff 
of 3456 employes. 

Taxes will continue to be with- 
held from the employes by the 
concerns which do not remit to the 
city. They will earmark the taxes,

Ex - Convict Explains 
‘High Cost of Enter- 
taining’ Made it Neces- 
sary — Denies Local 
Ever Had $500,000. 


Delegates of the AFL Steamfit- 
ters’ Union, Local 562, led by Law- 


rence Callanan, former convict and 
business manager of the local, 
took $22,000 with them to the re- 
cent convention of the United As- 
sociation of Journeymen Plumb- 
ers and Steamfitters at Atlantic 
City, N.J., to show they could be 
“regular fellows,” the  Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

Each delegate received $1000 
from the local union treasury to 
spend. There were 22 delegates 
from the local, and their conven- 
tion expenses were paid in cash by 
the international union at the end 
of the convention. The $1000 each 
delegate carried from St. Louis 
was in addition to the expenses 
paid at Atlantic City, it was 
learned. 

At a special meeting held 
Wednesday night at Carpenters’ 
Hall, 1411 North Grand boulevard, 
for the purpose of reporting on 
the local’s financial standing, Cal- 
lanan told how the delegation had 
made a big impression on the con- 
vention. It rented a special room 
for entertaining delegates from 
other locals, paid $25 a bottle for 
whisky, $15 a case for beer and $9 
for ice to chill the beer. 

Group of Good Fellows. 

Callanan explained the “high 
cost of entertaining” at Atlantic 
City made it necessary for the 
delegates “to go up there with so 
much. ee id the dele- 
gates left the impression that Lo- 
cal 562 was made up of a group of 
good fellows, 

Following a presentation of an 
auditor’s report, Callanan denied 
the local ever had $500,000 in its 
treasury, as had been alleged. He 
reported that as of Aug. 1 it had 
$235,000. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned 
that the increase of the steamfit- 
ters’ work assessment from 25 to 
50 cents a day was initiated by 
Callanan to make possible a spe- 
cial trade school to improve the 
efficiency of union members. At 
Wednesday’s meeting, Callanan re- 
ported “the school was still way 
off in the future because we can’t 
get materials to build it.” 

To Use Hadley School. 

Callanan said arrangements had 
been made, meanwhile, with the 
Board of Education to use facili- 
ties of Hadley Technical School 
for the steamfitters’ classes. But 
the assessment will continue at 50 
cents a day, with 25 cents ear- 
marked for the local’s own. school 
to be established sometime in the 
future, 

About 250 attended the meeting 
and heard Callanan tell that the 
local had learned how some of the 
workers on strike at the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. plants were “first- 
line steamfitters.” When that 
strike is over, he pledged, “I’m 
going to get them into this local.” 

Callanan was elected business 
manager of Local 562 last June 
for a period of four years. He had 
moved in on the local while its 
former business manager, Edward 
G. (Jerry) Flynn, was overseas. 
Callanan was sentenced in 1927 to 
five years in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary for robbery and previously 
served a sentence at Bellefontaine 
Farms.

The 
FBI, in the announcement this 
afternoon, said the development 
did not Mitigate the seriousness of 
the charge involved.)

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, Oct. 11 
(AP)—Archbishop Alojzije Stepin- 
ac, head of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Yugoslavia, was con- 
victed and sentenced today to 16 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor 
on charges of collaboration with 
the Axis, 

Two of his co-defendants were 
sentenced to death; 10 others, in- 
cluding the Archbishop's secre- 
tary and a number of priests, 
drew prison sentences, and three 
Franciscan monks for whom the 
prosecution had asked clemency 
were acquitted by the three-judge 
people’s court. 

The audience, which. stood 
stood through the long reading of 
the judgment, cheered as sentence 
was pronounced on Archbishop 
Stepinac. The 48-year-old Arch- 
bishop received the announcement 
without emotion, looking straight 
at the court, 

Archbishop Stepinac was con- 
victed on all main counts of aid- 
ing the Axis, the puppet Croatian 
government of Dr. Ante Pavelic 
and th. Croatian wartime Ustachi 
terrorists. He was convicted of 
approving forced conversion of 
Orthodox Serbs to Catholicism; of 
giorifying the Ustachi in the 
Catholic press, pastoral letters 
and speeches; of sponsoring or- 
ganization of terrorist units, of 
being seen in public with German 
and Italian occupation officers, 
and of having fanned a hope that 
the government of Premier Mar- 
nary Josip (Tito) Broz soon would 
all.

BACKING TURKEY 
INSISTS ON VOICE 

ON STRAITS RULE 


i ; State Department Em- 


phasizes Anew Oppo- 
sition to Soviet Share 
in Defense — Potsdam 
Agreement Cited. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The United States, strongly back- 
ing Turkey against Russian de- 
mands for a dominant position on 
the Dardanelles, has advised Mos- 
cow that this country does not in- 
tend to be squeezed out of a voice 


in control of the strategic water 
way. 

At the same time, in a note de 
livered in the Russian capital 
Wednesday and released for pub 
lication today, the State Depart- 
ment emphasized anew its oppo 
sition to a Russian Proposal to 
take over a direct share in the 


defense of the Ta aa 

The communication, delivered by 
Ambassator Walter Bedell Smith, 
constituted the American reaction 
to Russian proposals for direct 
Conversations with Turkey on re- 
vision of the control arrangements 
for the straits, and for Russian 
participation in defense, 

Smith reminded the . Russian 
Government that the Big Three 
had agreed at Potsdam that they 
would propose to Turkey their 
views on revision of the Montreux 
convention, which now sets up the 
rules for use of the Dardanelles. 

Cites Views on Talks. 

“My Government does not con- 
sider,” Smith said, “that it was 
contemplated at the Potsdam con- 
ference that the direct conversa- 
tions which might take place be- 
tween any one of the three signa- 
tory governments and the Turk- 
ish Government with regard to the 
regime of the convention of the 
Straits concluded at Montreux 
should have the effect of preju- 
dicing the participation of the 
other two signatory powers in the 
revision of the regime of the 
Straits. 

“On the contrary, my Govern- 
ment considers that the Potsdam 
agreement definitely contemplated 
only an exchange of views with 
the Turkish Government as a 
useful preliminary to a conference 
of all of the interested powers, 
including the United States, to 
consider the revision of the Mon- 
treux convention.” 

Beyond this, the United States 
again told Russia, as it had in 
previous notes that Turkey 
“should continue to be primarily 
responsible for the defense of the 
straits,” though in case of direct 
or threatened attack “by an ag- 
gressor” the United States Secur- 
ity Council should go into action, 

Copies to Others. 

Copies Of the American note 
were distributed in Washington 
yesterday to diplomats of Turkey, 
France, Greece, Romania, Russia, 
Britain and Yugoslavia. 

London reports have been to the 
effect that the British Govern 
ment also was reaffirming to 
Turkey and Russia its absolute 
objection to any Russian military 
expansion into the straits area. 

This opposition previously had 
been declared in notes from Wash~ 
ington and London in late August. 
Subsequently Russia on Sept, 24 
renewed its demand on the Tur- 
kish Government for joint defense 
of the Dardanelles and, in the offi- 
cial American view, held to its 
proposal that control of the straits 
actually should be placed under 
the Black Sea powers—meaning 
principally Russia and Turkey. 

Text of U.S. Note, 

The text of today’s United States 
note follows: 

“IT have the honor to inform 
Your Excellency that my Govern- 
ment has studied carefully the 
contents of the note of the Soviet 
Union to Turkey of Sept. 24 relat- 
ing to the regime of the straits. 
“In pursuance of its policy of 
making clear to all interested par 
ties its views on matters relating 
to the straits, my Government has 
instructed me to inform you that 
after examining the note referred 
to above it continues to adhere te 
the position outlined in its note 
to Aug. 19, 1946, to the Soviet 
Government. 

“It will be recalled that in the 
protocol of the proceedings of the 
Potsdam conference, signed by

When a question 
of support of a national Demo- 
cratic administration arises, there 
are several thousand oldtimers who 
can be counted on to forget their 
personal peeves and to rally around 
the flag.

“No right-minded person wants 
to stir up anti-Semitism in this 
country, but it is much healthier 
to open our minds to the Jew and 
gay what we believe is best for 
his ultimate good, that the con- 
sensus of those who are trying to 
arrive at a righteous and lasting 
peace is that we shall not return 
to the Hebraic law of the Old 


' Testament for guidance—‘an eye 
' for an eye, a tooth for a tooth’— 


but shall follow the advanced 
thought of the Sermon on the

‘Ye have heard that it hath been 
gaid ‘an eye for an eye, and a 
tooth for a tooth,” but I say unto 
you that ye shall resist not evil;

“The perfect timing of the dis- 
closure of the atrocities committed 
in the Buchenwald and Belson 
concentration camps in Germany 
just before the San Francisco 
Conference has been noted by 
many. While these atrocities are 
not to be excused or overlooked, 
on the other hand it should be 
noted that this treatment of 
prisoners has not been the rule, 
but the exception, as testified by 
our war prisoners in Germany. 
We are not concerned about the 
punishment meted out to the in- 
dividuals who are responsible for 
the horrors in the German and 
Japanese concentration camps, but 
we are concerned about the larger 
picture, the kind of thought that 
will prevail in the reconstruction 
of the enemy countries.” 

Had Slim Majorities. 

In the two elections in which

KALGAN’S FALL TO CHINESE | 
NATIONALISTS REPORTED 


Defense Ministry Claims Capture of Com- 
munist Regional Capitahby 
Chiang’s Troops. 


NANKING, Oct. 11 (AP) — 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Government 
troops captured the Communist 
regional capital city of Kalgan to- 
day, the Ministry of National De- 
fense claimed. 

Chinese Communists had said 
that loss of the Chahar province 
mountain fortress, about 100 miles 
northwest of Peiping, would dash 
the last hope of a negotiated peace 
for China and signal all-out re- 
sistance. Today a Communist 
spokesman, awaiting confirmation 
of the loss, said future action was 
uncertain. 

“We must wait and see,” the 
spokesman, Wang Ping-nan, par- 
ried when pressed for a positive 
reply. 

The speed of Gen. Fu Tso-yi's 
drive into Kalgan from the rear 
indicated that Communist leaders 
followed their usual strategy cf 
withdrawing to preserve their 
forces from capture. 

A few hours after the capture 
was claimed, Chiang’s Govern- 
ment released an official mandate 
convening the National Assembly 
for Nov. 12. Its task will be to 
ratify a new constitution. 

Both the Communists and the 
third party Democratic League 
have indicated they will shun the 
convention. 

The Chinese Central News Agen- 
cy in a report from Mukden, said 
Nationalist troops entered. Chih- 
feng, important communications 
center in the northwest, and that 
Communist troops were fleeing to 
the northwest.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
OPA today raised manufacturers’ 
ceiling prices for newsprint $10 a 
ton but refused a decontrol re- 
quest by newspaper publishers. 

The agency said the decontrol 
request was still under study, but). 
the price increase was granted 
“to assure that United States pub- 
lishers will continue to receive 
maximum possible shipments of 
newsprint.” 

The increase, effective today, 
applies to all newsprint sold for 
use in the United States, both 
domestic and imported, 

OPA said the new ceiling for 
standard newsprint delivered to 
38 “port” cities would be $84 a 
ton. Ceilings for deliveries in 10 
zones are specified in line with 
trade practices. 

OPA said the prices were boost- 
ed “to prevent a possible diver- 
sion to other markets of foreign 
newsprint now being shipped to 
the United States and to check 
any tendency on the part of do- 
mestic producers to divert news- 
print production to other more 
profitable lines of paper.” 

The last increase in newsprint 
was $7 a ton on Aug. 22. 

A group representing the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation requested decontrol of 
newsprint in a call on OPA Ad- 
ministrator Paul Porter last Tues- 
day. Porter told the group that 
if newsprint were decontrolled 
other paper product representa- 
tives would also ask for decontrol, 
in all likelihood, of woodpulp, 
pulpwood, and Canadian lumber.

Text of Allied Council Statement 


Clemency Pleas

The Allied Control Council held 
its forty-second (extraordinary) 
meeting in Berlin on the ninth 
and tenth of October, 1946, under 
the chairmanship of Gen. (Joseph 
Pierre) Koenig (of France). Mar- 
shal of the R.A.F. Sir Sholto 
Douglas, Gen. (Joseph T.) Mc- 
Narney and Marshal (Vassily D.) 
Sokolovsky were present. 

1, The Control Council, acting 
pursuant to the provisions of the 
London agreement and the char- 
ter dated Aug. 8 1945, and di- 
rective No. 35, has taken into its 
consideration all the petitions for 
clemency presented to it by or on 
behalf of those of the accused who 
were convicted and sentenced by 
the International Military Tribu- 
nal at Nuernberg Oct. 2, 1946. 

2. Petitions for clemency were 
presented on behalf of Hermann 
Goering, Rudolf Hess, Joachin von 
Ribbentrop, Wilhelm Keitel, Al- 
fred Rosenberg, Hans Frank, Wil- 
helm Frick, Julius Streicher, Wal- 
ther Funk, Karl Doenitz, Erich 
Raeder, Fritz Sauckel, Alfred 
Jodl, Arthur Seyss-Inquart, Kon- 
stantin von Neurath and Martin 
Bormann, and on behalf of the 
following organizations declared to 
be criminal by the International 
Military Tribunal: The S.S, (Elite 
Guard), the Gestapo, the S.D. (se- 
cret police), and leadership group 
of the Nazi party. 

3. No petitions for clemency 
were presented on behalf of 
Ernst Kaltenbrunner, Baldur von 
Schirach or Albert Speer. 

4. Petitions presented by coun- 
sel for Goering, Streicher, Frank 
and von Neurath were so present- 
ed without the consent or author- 
ity of their respective clients. 
Nevertheless the Control Council 
considered these petitions, as all 
the other petitions, on their mer- 
ts, 

5. The Control Council, acting as 

aforesaid, decided as follows: That 
the pleas of clemency of the §8.S., 
Gestapo, S.D., and _  Jleadership 
group of the Nazi party were not 
receivable because the Control 
Council is not authorized to re- 
consider the judgment of the In- 
ternational Military Tribunal. It 
can only grant clemency. 
That the plea of Raeder is not 
receivable because the Control 
Council is only empowered to grant 
clemency for sentences already 
passed and not to increase sen- 
tences, 

That the pleas for clemency of 
Goering, Hess, Ribbentrop, Keitel, 
Rosenberg, Frank, Frick, Streich- 
er, Funk, Doenitz, Sauckel, Jodl, 
Seyss*Inquart and Von Neurath 
are rejected. 

That the pleas for Goering, 
Jodl and Keitel to be shot instead 
of hanged, should clemency be de- 
nied, are rejected. 

That the plea for clemency on

Control Council rejecting all clemency appeals on behalf of Nazi 
leaders and organizations found guilty in the Nuernderg trial:

“The internationa, military 
tribunal in Nuernberg heard a 
a-case of exceptional importance. 
This case had to do with crim- 
inal aggression which involved 
humanity in the catastrophe of 
a world war, in crimes unprece- 
dented in their magnitude of 
cruelty organized by the Hitler 
government, resulting in the kill- 
ing of millions of peaceful citi- 
zens. 

“As a member of the control 
council I must point out the fact 
that the tribunal during the 10 
months of its careful pursuance 
of the case passed a verdict giv- 
ing a complete picture of the 
Hitlerites’ crimes. I am firmly 
convinced that the  princjpal 
military criminals condemned 
by the tribunal, with whose ver- 
dict we all unanimously agree, 
have fully deserved the punish- 
ment. 

“At the same time I deem it 
my duty to state that I whole- 
heartedly agree with the opin- 
ion of the U.S.S.R. member of 
the tribunal Gen. Nikitchenko, 
and I am sure there was enough

Fritzsche to- 
gether with Goebbels during a 
number of years poisoned the 
German people with Nazi propa- 
ganda. 

“Hess, Hitler’s successor with- 
in the party, the third in im- 
portance in Hitlerite Germany, 
is responsible for all the crime 
of the Hitlerites’ regime. 

“The attitude of world public 
opinion toward the verdict of 
the tribunal and toward the ex- 
ception taken by the U.S.S.R. 
representative convinced me of 
the justice of the verdict of the 
International Military Tribunal 
and also of the exception taken 
to this verdict by the Soviet 
member of the International Mil- 
itary Tribunal.”

sentenced. They would give the 
Nazi salute, Frank declared, and 
os “Heil Hitler.” 3 

t was to prevent any putsch 
of the kind, the story pall: that 
the tribunal determined to bring 
the defendants in one by one to 
hear their fate instead of learning 
it in a group. 

For the same reason, it is said, 
photographers were barred from 


the courtroom during this part of 
the proceedings. 


The German lawyers admitted ft 
was possible one or two of the 
die-hards such as Rudolf Hess and 
Julius Streicher might have had 
some such notion. But they main- 
tained that nearly all the pris- 
oners had been thoroughly dis- 
illusioned about the Fuehrer by 
the trial's revedations and had no 
wish to pay tribute to a prophet 
and a creed in which they had 
lost all faith.

“Then the evidence came pour- 
ing in — overwhelming evidence 
which no one could question—that 
Hitler himself was the source and 
well-spring of every crime. In the 
view of most of the defendants, 
Hitler had not only ruined, but 
dishonored Germany. They never 
wished to hear his name again, to 
say nothing of pronouncing it 
with homage in public.”

Richard R. Nacy, executive vice 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, told the 
Women’s Jefferson Club in War- 
rensburg, Mo., last night that the 
scarcity developed because Re- 
publicans “unbalanced the nation’s 
meat budget.” 

Nacy said, “Republicans in Con- 
gress ..,.s8s0 butchered the origi- 
nal OPA extension bill that the 
President had no choice but to 
veto it.” When controls lapsed, he 
said, there was first a “meat 
feast” and then the “inevitable 
shortage.” 

The CIO United Packing House 
Workers today urged the Govern- 
ment to seize meat packing 
plants, requisition cattle, and dis- 
— dressed meat to retail out- 

ets. 

A union delegation told Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor John W. 
Gibson that the meat shortage 
threatens serious labor’ trouble. 
They said it had thrown 60 per 
cent of the packing industry's 
employes out of work, and labor 
inrest, they added, is spreading 
among workers in hé@avy industry.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—Demo-

Preliminary sessions have been 
taking place for several days with 
all the secrecy and high stakes 
ef a floating crap game. Only 
those really on the inside were 
given the high sign to attend. The 
place was repeatedly shifted in 
order to evade attracting the at- 
tention of the press. 

Political sources predict a quick 
break. The least they will settle 
for is a strong propaganda of- 
fensive against the Republicans 
for their emasculation of price 
control plus affirmative action 
against packers and the black 
market which will at least give 
their candidates something to talk 
back with. What they candidly 
hope for is decontrol. 

Truman Upset Decontrol Move. 

Two weeks ago Hannegan and 
his fellow members of the party 
executive committee tried publicly 
to sell decontrol as a party policy. 
President Truman rebuffed them 
and stuck to his story that the 
situation was due to the tempo- 
rary price-control holiday and 
would get worse if controls were 
relaxed. 

Since then the situation has 
grown worse and the telephone 
wires into the national committee 
hotter and hotter. The only ques- 
tion asked is, “what are you go 
ing to do about meat?” 

Typical of the grimness of these 
conversations was Senator Joe 
O’Mahoney’s flat bar against any 
administration spokesman coming 
into Wyoming to “help” him, Ex- 
perienced and able, O’Mahoney is 
having an uphill fight in the in- 
furiated cattle country. Advised 
that Senate Leader Barkley, 4 
picturesque campaigner of the old 
style, was heading coastward, the 
O'Mahoney forces remained firm.

Hannegan was reported to have 
at least one cabinet backer for 
his desire to admit failure, put 
the blame on the Republicans, and 
drop controls, This course has 
been resisted by Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson, whose line 
Truman has followed. The fact 
that the President has taken a 
positive line is one of the prob- 
lems of the retreat—it is impera- 
tive to save his face. 

One concrete result of the gath- 
ering storm is that the President 
definitely will not campaign. He 
may make a radio speech or even 
two but they will be broadcast 
from the White House.

Loophole in Law Aids Ex-G.I.’s Romance— 
Pair to Fly to America Next Month— 
Planning to Be Married Here. 


BERLIN, Oct. 11 (AP)—Pretty 
blue-eyed Anna Maria Christina 
Heinke, 23 years old, whose father 
died in a concentration camp, to- 
day received the first exit permit 
given to a German girl since the 
war to go to the United States to 
marry an American, 

The permit will enable her to 
fly to the United States from Ber- 
lin Nov. 10 with her fiance, Rob- 
ert J. Lauenstein, also 23, of St. 
Louis, a combat veteran who is 
now a civilian employe of the 
United States Department of Jus- 
tice mission at military govern- 
ment headquarters here. 

They plan to be married in St. 
Louis, Their romance began 15 
months ago in Dessau, Germany, 
and resulted in their engagement 
in Berlin last December, 


Miss Heinke received her per- 
mit, which makes issuance of her 
visa routine, from the combined 
Travel Security Board under a 
congressional act passed last June 
and commonly known as the “G.I. 
Fiancee Law.” This law allows 
foreign girls engaged to soldiers 
or ex-soldiers to travel to America. 
It requires that they marry there 
within three months or return to 
their own country. 


the law apply to Germans, but 
apparently through an oversight 
it forgot to bar enemy aliens. 
Since the law was passed the con- 
sulate in Berlin has received about 
500 applications from German 
girls to go to America. Until 
Sept. 12 they were still barred. 
Then A:nerican Arm) headquar- 
ters issued a circular which said 
in effect that the law covered Ger- 
man girls, too. So now all the 
eligible couples need to do is ob- 
tain transportation, which can be 
booked by air. 

Tells How Romance Began. 


The romance of Lauenstein and 
Miss Heinke began July 8, 1945, 
when he was a sergeant with the 
208th Combat Engineers stationed 
in Berlin, He drove down to Des- 
sau, in Soviet-occupied Saxony, 
with an army truck to get beer 
for his company. No brewery was 
working then in the United States 
sector of Berlin. 

“He couldn’t get the beer that 
day and was told by the Russians 
to wait a day,” she related today, 
“but he had no place to stay. We 
happened to meet in the street 
and I invited Robert to stay over- 
night at. our house — with my 
mother, my sister and me. The

next day he got his load of beer 
and returned to Berlin, but he 
came back for periodic visits — 
until the Russians put a stop to 
it by arresting him temporarily 
one day and ordering him to stay 
out of their zone.” 

She had spent the last months 
of the war working in the Junkers 
aircraft plant at Dessau, after she 
was drafted into war industry 
}from her profession as a fledgling 
ballet dancer. Her father, who 
was a traveling engineer for a 
large German steel company, died 
in a concentration camp at Arn- 
stadt, in Thuringia, where he was 
confined for “anti-Hitler utter- 
ances.” 

In the late summer of 1945 Miss 
Heinke moved to Berlin intending 
to resume her study of the ballet. 
She and Lauenstein became en- 
gaged Dec. 4 and in January he 
took a civilian job re as in- 
terpreter at military government 
headquarters. 

Loophole in Law. 

In May they began working on 
plans to get to America and made 
it through the loophole in the 
“G.I, fiancee law.” Now they have 
their air travel tickets and are 
waiting only for him to finish his 
work here, 

Miss Heinke, who has never 
been outside Germany, doesn’t 
know what to expect in America. 
F “It’s a little frightening to think 
‘of New York and its skyscrapers,” 
she said. “And though I know I 
shall have a warm welcome from 
Robert's family, perhaps Ameri- 
cans in general still don't fee] 
friendly toward us Germans.” 

Then Lauenstein cut in: “But 
she’s not just another fraulein and 
this isn’t one of those G.l.-fraulein 
romances. We've been engaged 
nearly a year. I don’t like Ger- 
mans as a rule, but she’s different 
— democratic and tolerant. My 
parents are very Happy about 
this.” ;

Other reports said 
customers were required to trade 
in a used car at an unreasonably 
low price, purchase unwanted ac- 
cessories or, instead of paying 
cash, enter into a credit financing 
arrangement at high interest 
rates.

2 PUT. HIGHER 
THAN PEAK IN °42 


Harvest of Livestock, 
Food Grains Largest in 
History — Cotton, Rye 
Below Average. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Fall harvests are bearing out the 
Agriculture Department’s early 
season forecasts that crop produc- 
tion this year will be a record. 

In a harvest-season report yes- 
terday, the department said total 
production of all crops will be 2.5 
per cent above the previous 
record of 1942 and 26.4 per cent 
above the 1923-32 level. 

From the long range standpoint 
of meat-hungry consumers, the 
best news in the report is the 
fact that production of livestock 
feed. grains—topped by a record 
corn. crop—will be four per cent 
larger than the 1942 peak. The 
corn crop was estimated at 3,374,- 
000,000 bushels, compared with the 
1935-44 average of 2,608,499,000. 

The department said feed grain 
supplies per animal will be the 
most liberal in history —‘“a fact 
that should open the way to 
sharply expanded output of meat 
animals, milk, chickens and eggs. 
But the full effect will not be 
felt much before next summer, 
when grain-fattened cattle are ex- 
pected to move to slaughter in 


large volume. 
Wheat and Rice Harvest UP. 


The production of food grains— 
wheat and rice—likewise is the 
largest in history. A record wheat 
crop of 1,169,422,000 bushels com- 
pares with the 1935-44 average 
<rop of 843,692,000 bushels. 

Other crops being harvested in 
a record volume include potatoes, 
tobacco, peaches, pears, plums 
and truck crops. Those of near- 
record proportions include oats, 
peanuts, grapes, cherries, and 
sugar cane. 

Average or better harvests are 
reported for hay, soybeans, dry 
peas, prunes, apricots, hops, flax- 
seed, sorghum grain, buckwheat, 
sweet potatoes and apples. 

Only in the case of cotton, rye, 
broomcorn, dry beans and pecans 
are below-average crops being 
produced. Cotton prospects 
dropped to the lowest level in 25 
years. e 

The department said farmers 
were making progress in prepar- 
ing soil and seeding winter wheat 
for harvest next year. Soil mois- 
ture conditions were said to be 
mostly favorable in the great 
plains. 

Growing conditions were said to 
have been favorable for new crop 
citrus fruits in all states but espe- 
cially in Florida. A record citrus 
crop was said to be in prospect 
from the 1946 bloom. 

Abundant supplies of fresh vege- 
tables were said to be in prospect 
for the fall months. 

Sugar crop prospects continue 
high though sugar beets declined 
slightly. 

Tobacco production was estimat- 
ed at a new record of 2,248,000,000 
pounds, a quarter of a billion 
pounds more than a previous rec- 
ord total of last year. 

Milk production in September 
was about 2 per cent below the 
record of the same month last 
year, but was obtained from 4 per 
cent fewer cows. Egg production 
fell 4 per cent below that of Sep- 
tember last year but still was 28 
per cent above average.

MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Judge Norvelle R. Leigh III gave 
a pep talk yesterday to an 80- 
year-old man accused of shooting 
a hole in a football with which 
neighborhood boys were playing. 

“Age should have taught you 
tolerance,” Judge Leigh told him, 
putting him “on good behavior” 
until a further hearing Nov. 13. 

Officers told the court they 
went out to a residential section 
and found the football deflated 
with a rifle bullet hole. One of 
the boys said, they reported, that 
the man shot the ball “as I started 
to pick it up.” 

An attorney told Judge Leigh 
the boys had been warned against 
retrieving the ball from the man’s 
yard, to which the Judge replied:

In announcing its withdrawal

negotiations ‘shortly before last 
midnight, the committee declared 
“the positions of the unions make 
a continuation of negotiations 
futile.” , 


The deadlock: arose after the op- 
erators asked the two unions in- 
volved for pledges to man Eastern 
and Gulf ships immediately if 
these owners agreed to a union 
security settlement apart from 
their Pacific colleagues. 

The committee said the 
Masters, Mates and Pilots agree 
to give the assurance if the CIO 
National Marine Engineers Bene- 
ficial Association would do like- 
wise. | 

The committee added that the 
engineers demanded that the

Friar Modesto Martincic, a pro- 
vincial priest of the Franciscans 
who turned prosecution, witness, 
was sentenced to five years’ 
forced labor.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The Vatican’s Osservatore Ro- 
mano tonight denounced the sen- 
tence of Archbishop Stepinac as 
“ignominous” and said the trial 
was a trial against the Catholic 
Church. 

“The sentence,” the newspaper 
said, “does not admit of any ap- 
peal in Yugoslavia. But in the 
world the code of legal procedure 
is otherwise. It is different before 


history. There is the appeal to 
public opinion, to all who are 
honest, those who regard things 
without passion.” 

Describing the trial again in 
the word of Pope Pius XII last 
Sunday in the sacred Roman 
Rota — “saddest” — Osservatore 
said the hearing had been reduced 
to a level where “every testimony 
is rendered superfluous, every 
denial useless.”

tion of the straits concluded at 
Montreaux should have the effect 
of prejudicing the participation of 
the other two signatory powers in 
the revision of the regime of the 
straits, .

can give full assurance that the 
United States can be counted on to 
act” in accordance with such 
measures, Caffery said. 

“Greece has suffered from un- 
provoked aggression by Bulgaria 
three ‘imes in ne generation, and 
her own frontier fortifications 
were destroyed during the last 
Bulgarian occupation,” he told the 
delegates. “Greek territory east 
of Salonika is long and- narrow, 
and its lateral communications 
are in some places within artillery 
range of the Bulgarian frontier.” 

For these reasons, Caffery add- 
ed, the Bulgarian side of the fron- 
tier should be demilitarized. 

Greek Criticizes Terms. 

Greek Premier Constantin Tsal- 
daris said bitterly in an earlier 
address that the terms of the 
treaty draft with Bulgaria would 
permit that nation to emerge from 
its second war against the Allied 
nations larger and stronger than 
ever before. 

He accused the western powers 
—‘whose fate we did not hesitate 
to share in the most critical hours 
of the war’—of yielding to Soviet 
pressure on border issues and 
charged them with lack of grati- 
tude for the role his country 
played in the war. 

Under the terms of the treaty, 
Tsaldaris declared, the Axis al- 
liance entered into by the late 
King Boris and former Bulgarian 
Premier Bogdan Philov in 1941 
“will have been justified.” 

Tsaldaris, whose appearance on 
the stand was greeted by applause 
from western nation delegates, 
declared that Greece intended to 
vote against Article I of the Bul- 
garian treaty, which defines Bul- 
garia’s frontiers, 

“By its attitude,” he said, “the 
(Bulgarian) political and terri- 
torial commission confirmed the 
Soviet delegate’s opinion on the 
pointiessness of any discussion. 
Moreover, the shamelesg claims to 
our territory put forward by our 
former enemies found unexpected 
support from certain of our allies.” 

He took the floor to counter— 
by requesting a strip of Bulgarian 
territory to secure Thrace against 
invasion—a demand from Polish 
Delegate Stephan Wierblowski 
that Bulgaria be given an outlet 
to the Aegean sea through Greece. 
Wierblowski protested against a 
commission recommendation to 
defortify Bulgaria’s side of the 
frontier with Greece and another 
requiring Bulgaria to pay $62,500,- 
000 each in reparations to Greece 
and Yugoslavia. 

Wierblowski said Poles “sympa- 
thize with Bulgaria because we 
are a Slav state,” but he denied 
the existence of an “imaginary 
Slav bloc.” 

Vishinsky Criticizes U.S.. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky, who spoke after Caffery, 
charged that the United States 
and Britain had violated an 
agreement to recognize the Bul- 
garian government if it included 
two opposition party leaders. He 
criticized the: United States for 
calling a special meeting of the 
Allied Control Council in Sofia to 
deal with “free elections” in Bul- 
garia. He termed the action “in- 
terference” in Bulgaria's internal 
affair. , 

Vishinsky gesticulated with 
such vigor that at one point he 
knocked over his drinking glass 
and spilled water on the head of 
a transiator below the rostrum. 
Amid the laughter — during 
which United States Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes, presiding, 
rapped frequently for order — 
Vishinsky quipped: “Where there 
is fire there must be water.” 

Vishinsky quoted Winston 
Churchill, former British prime 
minister, as upholding Bulgarian 
claims to the Aegean port of 
Kavalla in 1923 and said Church- 
ill’s arguments at that time were 
“still true in 1946.” Kavalla is 
the outlet of a rich tobacco-grow- 
ing Greek hinterland about 80 
miles from Salonika, at the base 
of a long Greek panhandle. 

The American position on Bul- 
garia, Vishinsky charged, resulted 
because “the United States is not 
satisfied with the Bulgarian type 
of democracy and this democracy 
is developing not in conformity 
with the desires of America.” 

Reparations figures ‘mposed on 
Bulgaria are too steep, he said, 
because Bulgaria has the lowest 
p > capita national income in Eu- 
rope, averaging about §50 a year, 

British Delegate Heard. 

A. V. Alexander of Britain 
asked the conference to support 
the proposals for defortifying the 
Greek-Bulgarian frontier and to 
deny to Bulgaria the right to pos- 
sess motor torpedo boats. 

He recalled that Bulgaria thrice 
invaded Greece and told the con- 
ference that during the last war 
the Greeks suffered “grievously” 
at the hands of the occupying 
Bulgarian forces. He said the 
$125,000,000 reparations demanded 
of Bulgaria was a “moderate” 
figure. 

Yugoslay Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Pijade, replying to 
Tsaldaris, said that “if there is 
danger of aggression in the Bal- 
kans today, it lies in the present 
Greek regime which is casting 
covetous glances north of its bor- 
der.” 

Pijade commented un the pres- 


lience of British troops in Greece 


and said “there are warships of 
the United States Navy in Greece's 
Aegean waters.” He decriad what 
he called attempts at “in‘erfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of the 
Balkan countries.” 


He suggested that Greece be- 
longed inside the Slav-Balkan 
group of states. 


“The salvation of the Balkan 
peoples,” he said, “lies only in their 
brotherhood. The brotherhood of 
the Balkan peoples is no longer 
merely a dream.” 


Romanian Draft Approved. 


Fighting against the clock and 
the calendar in their dash to ad- 
journ by Oct. 15, the delegates 
again split along general east- 
west lines of cleavage in approv- 
ing the peace treaty drafted for 
Romania, just as they did in their 
final. action on the Italian pact 
the previous day. 


Once again, Russian Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov, the pre- 
siding officer during the session 
on the Romanian draft, saw Slav 
group projects tumble in defeat 
as the 2i-nation conference up- 
held decisions of the parley’s work- 
ing commissions in vote after 
vote, despite the fact he left the 
chair for the second time to plead 
Russia’s case. 


Molotov attacked with some heat 
yesterday what he termed “dollar 
democracies” and accused the 
United States of having made 
money out of the war while Europe 
suffered, but shortly after mid- 
night he was forced—as chairman 
—to announce that western de- 
mands for opening of the Danube 
to free navigation had been car- 
ried, 15 to 6, more than a two- 
thirds majority. 


What Proposal Provides. 

The Danubian proposal, which 
United States Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg declared was _ indis- 
pensable to the economic health 
and peace of central Europe, pro- 
vides that the river, its navigable 
tributaries and connecting canals 
must be opened “on terms of en- 
tire equality to the nationals, ves- 
sels of commerce and goods of all 
states.” 

It requires that, six months aft- 
er the Romanian treaty goes into 
effect, the eight Danubian states 
and the Big Four get together in 


conference to establish the river's 
“new international regime.” 


The Danubian proposal will be 


a forma) conference 
recommendation, It must be ac- 
cepted by Russia for considera- 
tion in the Big Four meeting. 

The conferees approved clauses 
limiting the Romanian army to 
125,000 men; the navy to 5000 men 
and 15,000 tons of shipping and 
the air force to 150 planes and 8000 
men, 

The treaty draft obliges Ro- 
mania to pay the Soviet Union 
$300,000,000 in reparations over a 
period of eight years from Sept. 
12, 1944, in oil, grain, timber and 
shipping. 

Romania also is obliged to re- 
turn all identifiable property taken 
by the Romanians or Axis forces 
from Allied territory during the 
war. Claims for such property, 
including railroad rolling stock, 
must be presented within six 
months of the date on which the 
treaty comes into force. 

The treaty drafts for Hungary 
and Finland will be taken up 
after the Bulgarian treaty is ap- 
proved.

SMALL NUMBER 
OF GROUPS FILE 
UNDER LOBBY ACT 


Only 14 Financial State- 
ments Listed—As Many 
as 500 Had Been Ex- 
pected to Register.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 11—The 
small number of organizations to 
file financial reports under the 
new federal Regulation of Lobby- 
ing Act is disappointing to sup- 
porters of the legislation and re- 
flects considerable confusion re- 
garding the groups to which the 
law applies, 

Only 14 statements actually were 
on file when the office of the 
Clerk of the House of Represen- 
tatives closed Wednesday, the 
deadline for filing the first quar- 
terly reports, although others were 
received at the Capitol and were 
to be processed. 

Dr. George B. Galloway, staff 
director of the joint congressional 
reorganization committee which 
drew up the act, said he had ex- 
pected “a great many” associa- 
tions would submit reports. No 
one knows the exact number of 
organizations affected, but esti- 
mates have run as high as 500. 

Individual Lobbyists. 

Also on file were 55 registra- 
tions of individual lobbyists, who 
are required to state their con- 
nections and activities before they 
endeavor to influence legislation. 
Most individuals will not have to 
file until Congress convenes. 

Financial information is re- 


quired quarterly of persons or or- 
ganizations who receive contribu- 
tions or expend money principally 
to influence legislation. The con- 
fusion has arisen over the appli- 
cation of the word “principally” 
and other ambiguous language in

One of these was the National 
Association of Electric Companies, 
representing 110 privately owned 
concerns operating about 60 per 
cent of privately owned transmis- 
sion lines, Although often re- 
ferred to as a key unit of the pri-

The association listed expenses 
of $192,000 from last Jan. 1 to 
date. Its income is obtained from 
a per-meter assessment of mem- 
bers.

NATIONAL EMPLOYMENT DOWN |° 
600,000 IN SEPTEMBER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The Census Bureau reported yes- 
terday that employment through- 
out the nation showed a decline of 
approximately 600,000 in Septem- 
ber. It attributed the decrease to 
students leaving vacation jobs 
and to reduction in firm work. 

There were 57,370,000 employed 
in September, as compared with 
57,960,000 for the. previous month. 
Employment still continues ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 ahead of a 
year ago. 

The bureau said that unemploy- 
ment figures showed little change 
between August and September, 
when an estimated 2,070,000 per- 
sons were idle. Unemployment of 
World War II veterans represent- 
ed about 830,000 of this number, or

ter, 76 years old, was acquitted 
late yesterday of a charge of mur- 
dering her 3-year-old great-grand- 
son by feeding him arsenic. 

A Circuit Court jury of six men 
and six women agreed on the 
first ballot. The jury returned 
its verdict one hour after it had 
been given the case. 

Mrs. Winter, whose face had be- 
trayed no emotion throughout the 
four-day trial, jumped to her feet 
after the verdict was announced. 
She rushed to the jury box to 
shake the hand of each member. 

“Bless you, bless you, bless you,” 
she said. “I'm very happy. Now I 
can go back to my little farm and 
my chickens, my cows and my 
Gog Rocky.” 

Mrs. Winter’s granddaughter, 
Mrs. Jean Martin, 22, mother of 
3-year-old Donald Martin, who 
died last June 15 of arsenic poison- 
ing, was not present when the ver- 
dict was read. Mrs. Martin had 
testified for the prosecution. 

The jurors received the case 
after five and one half hours of 
closing arguments by defense at- 
torneys and State's Attorney Vir- 
gil Mills, who called Mrs. Winter 
a “morbid maniac who thinks she 
is justified in killing.” 

Mills, in asking the jury to re- 
turn a sentence of life imprison- 
Ment, had admitted that the

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GRIFFIN REBUKES AD 
FOR INQUEST CONDUCT 


Says Thomas E. Dowling Has 
Been Warned Against 
Discourtesy. 


Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Dowling has received 
a snarp reprimand from Circuit 
Attorney James W, Griffin for his 
conduct at the coroner’s inquest 
into the death of William Howard, 
a Negro, it became known yester- 
day. 

In a letter to David M. Grant, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, St. Louis branch, 
-Griffin said Dowling “has been 
reprimanded for his conduct and 
warned that I will not tolerate 
a repetition of such discourtesy.” 
Griffin alluded to Dowling’s atti- 
tude toward witnesses during the 
hearing and treatment toward 
Virgil H. Lucas, chairman of the 
NAA.C.P. legal redress bureau, 
which, he said, “constituted a lack 
of consideration amounting to dis- 
respect.” 

Griffin suggested that Grant and 
Lucas confer with William J. 
Geekie, who assists the grand jury 
in submission of evidence, if they 
wished to participate in the as- 
sembling of evidence for presenta- 
tion before the September term 
grand jury which will invstigate 
the shooting. 

Howard was shot and killed 
Aug. 28 by Patrolman William J. 
Niggemann during an argument 
while the police officer was off 
duty. Various civic and racial 
groups protested against the han- 
dling of the inquest, which result- 
ed in a verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide,

The oggy Wage Stabilization 
Board hoisted a “still in business” 
sign today as President Truman 
considered whether to try anew to 
talk the panel’s two industry 


members out of quitting. 

By his own promis> to be delib- 
erate, however, the President vir- 
tually ruled out a quick end to 
the uncertaint; over the future 
covrse of Government efforts to 
hold pay boosts in check when 
price risgs are in prospect, 

Recalling at his press confer- 
ence late yesterday that he once 
before had rejected the resigna- 
tions of Earl N. Cannon and A. 
Colman Barrett, Truman said he 
might do that again. 

The two industry members sub- 
mitted their resignations earlier 
this week, asking that they take 
effect yesterday because of what 
they called the untenable position 
‘f the board under current policy. 

The reference was to the Sep- 
tember maritime strike  settle- 
ment, brought about when Recon- 
version Director John R, Steel- 
man overrode the wage panel by 
approving a _ higher-than-pattern 
puy increase for CIO seamen. 

Cannon and Barrett, in submit- 
ting their resignations, also called 
for an end to all wage controls. 

Truman declined to discuss the 
future of wage stabilization at 
this session with reporters yester- 
day but said Board Chairman W. 
Willard Wirtz would have a state- 
ment on the subject. 

Statement by WSB Head. 

In that declaration issued about 
an hour later, Wirtz emphasized 
that the two resignations “do not 
in any way suspend, modify or af- 
fect the provisions of the stabiliz- 
ation act... or the regulations 
relating to wage stabilization and 
the jurisdiction and functions of 
the board.” 

“The board is continuing to re- 
ceive applications for approval of 
wage adjustments as heretofore,” 
Wirtz added. 

Then, at a press conference, the 
chairman said industry members 
of the 11 regional boards across 
the country were far from solidly 
behind Cannon and Barrett in 
their efforts to quit. 

Only in Seattle and San Francis- 
co, Wirtz continued, have the em- 
ployer representatives sought to 
resign. 

Barrett, present with Wirtz at 
the meeting with reporters, said 
he had polled the industry Mem- 
bers of the regional boards 
Wednesday and was confident a 
majority of them would quit. 

Wirtz, however, responded that 
the New York industry members 
were staying on because they re- 
garded Barrett’s and Cannon’s 
resignations as “purely personal.” 
He added that other management 
representatives had expressed sim-

For Silver Buyers, Dope Runners 


™ WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UP)—

| Milton Hammer, chief of the

ty equipment section, testified be- 
i fore the committee that a number 
lof prospective purchasers offered 
| from § to 40 cents each for “de- 
| salting kits” used by downed fly- 
|}ers to make sea water potable. 
i They told Hammer they were in- 
terested only in the plastic bag 
which each kit contained. 
| “My suspicions were aroused be- 
1! cause I had gotten offers on the 
|item before I received it,” Ham- 
|mer said. 
| He sent some of the kits to the 
| United States Bureau of Mines for 
assay. The Bureau of Mines re- 
ported that each kit cortained five 
} ounces of pure silver—worth at 


the current price 90 cents an 
ounce or $4.50 a kit. 

The kits contain a total of 1, 
175,000 ounces of pure silver, 
worth at least $1,057,500 without 
the other equipment, At the low- 
est price, the smart buyers would 
have paid $11,750 for the lot. 

Committee Investigator Emanuel 
Eschwege said about 7500 of the 
kits already had been sold by 
the Army Air Forces at 41 cents 
each. Three thousand seven 
hundred and fifty went by the 
boards at $2.02 each at New 
Haven, Conn., and another batch 
of 13,000 brought $2.80 a kit at 
Boston. 

The story of the dope-peddling 
was brought to light by Narcotics 
Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger. 
He received reports of fresh sup- 
plies of morphine reaching the 
drug runners. His agents inves- 
tigated and reported that dope 
peddlers across America Were 
buying up surplus liferafts for the 
drugs in the medicine kits. An 
embargo on sales was ordered 
until the drug kits were removed 
from the rafts,

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Hungary's Upper, Middle Classes 
Virtually Liquidated by Agrarian 
Reform and Fantastic Inflation 


Big Estates Broken Up for Peasants in Move 
Long Overdue — Skyrocketing Currency 
Wiped Out Savings, Possessions of White 


Collar Groups.

N Hungary a profound social revolution has been accompanied by 
history's most fantastic inflation. The old currency was completely 
destroyed last July after it diminished to the meaningless value of 


approximately one quatrillion, or one quintillion, pengos to one dollar. 


Then Hungary swung to the op- 
posite extreme by inventing the 
fiorin as the new currency and 
placing its official valuation 
(something less than 12 florins to 
the dollar) at a rate far above its 
basic justification. So the Hun- 
garian social revolution now 
bucks the serious handicap of a 
paralyzing stabilization rendered 
precarious and uncertain through 
the over-valuation of the new cur- 
rency. 

What do these facts: mean in 
human terms? 

Social revolution means, first 
and foremost, Hungary’s agrarian 
reform. Up to March 1945, about 
3,000,000 peasants out of this coun- 
try’s population of 8,500,000 were 
landless and forced to work at 
bare subsistence levels or below. 
Fully one-third of Hungary’s til- 
lable soil was monopolized in big 
estates ranging from 2500 acres to 
nearly 300,000 acres. The big land- 
owners of these estates were the 
Hungarian nobility, the church 
orders and the exiled royalty. 

- Move Long Over-Due. 

The land reform has taken ap- 
proximately one-half of the na- 
tion's tillable earth from the great 
landowners and redistributed it in 
small parcels to hundreds of 
thousands of peasants. Every ob- 
jective student of Hungary has 
long recognized that land distri- 
bution was being over-done. Just 
the same, its final enforcement is 
revolutionary with a capital R. 

The recent fabulops inflation 
means that the life savings and 
the personal property and belong- 
ings of hundreds of thousands of 
upper and middle class Hungar- 
jians have been destroyed. Their 
bank accounts and currency re- 
serves were eaten up in a blizzard 
of worthless paper money. In 
order to eat, all but the very rich 
had to sell their family heirlooms, 
their furniture, rugs or radios, 
their watches and jewelry and 
furs, their pictures or their cam- 
eras—for whatever bundle of 
paper notes they could get at the 
moment. 

By the time the skyrocketing 
pengo had hit the quadrillions to 
the dollar the white collar class, 
from professors and civil servants 
to bank clerks and minor exccu- 
tives, had either lost everything 
negotiable they possessed in the 
world or most.of such things. This 
was economic revolution with a 
capital R. When you no longer 
own a car or a radio, and no 
longer have a ring on your finger 
or a watch to your name, you 
really- know the meaning of in- 
filation. 

Aristocracy Powerless. 

These twin events—sweeping land 
redistribution and uncontrolled 
currency inflation—have utterly 
altered the lives of most Hun- 
garians beyond the slightest hope 
of any return to the “good old 
days” which, in Hungary, have 
mever been very good except to 
a very few. 

The social revolution has liqui- 
dated this country’s aristocracy— 
the princes and barons and the 
ether great landowners, all of 
whom made up Hungary's ruling 
Class for centuries. Today their 
wealth and income is reduced to 
a tiny trickle of what it used to 
be. 


If only a few of the old ruling 
elass are actually penniless, they 
‘are all virtually powerless, From 
| top-dogs by inheritance they have 
become. almost social] outcasts. 
They are no longer in the govern- 
‘ment, in parliament or in undis- 
‘puted control of important indus- 
tries. Suddenly they have no voice 
fin the affairs of a nation where 
yesterday their voices were the 
‘only ones of any account. They 
have no prestige and no real 


power 
It is a bitter illustration of how 
money talks—and of how it can 
talk back when it changes hands. 
Ruin of Middle Class. 
Along with this liquidation of 
the ruling class came the infla- 
tionary liquidation of most of the 


Hungarian middle class. War 
costs p.enty, and people who are 
the “middle taxpayers” always 
pay more for it proportionately. 

The only fair question is wheth- 
er the terrible extremities of Hun- 
gary’s inflation could have been 
prevented. Some people insist the 
government was powerless to stop 
the inflation. How could the gov- 
ernment stop the inflation when 
all the gold the nation possesses 
was stored in Germany? Other 
pe »le are convinced that the 
policy of local Communists, 
backed by Moscow, was to let the 
pengo be destroyed—in order to 
reduce the Hungarian middle 
class to an impotent minority. 

When you talk with some of 
these white-collar people, and see 
them in their homes and see how 
much they are tripped of things 
which we Americans regard as 
absolute necessities, then you can- 
not help but recognize that they 
are paying a terrible price for 
war. One more war would surely 
liquidate a great majority of the 
George Joneses in the United 
States. 

But Hungary today also lends 
provacative testimony to what 
Hitler and the Nazis did to 
Europe. In France their anti- 
Bolshevik war succeeded so well 
that the French Communists are 
several times stronger than they 
ever were before. In almost every 
Nazi-occupied or satellite country 
with minor exceptions like Bel- 
gium and Denmark—Hitler’s war 
had the direct result of building 
up Communist numbers and Com- 
munist influence. 


War an Economic Menace. 


If this last World War has 
demonstrated anything, it has 
demonstrated absolutely that it 
is impossible to destroy the Com- 
munist idea through war. 

Wars make every involved na- 
tion a great deal poorer. The 
more economic chaos and strangu- 
lation there is, the poorer people 
are. The poorer people are, and’ 
the greater proportion of the 
people that are much poorer, the 
more radical they are bound to 
become in their political thinking 
and demands, 

Because these are inescapable 
facts, any modern war must be- 
come the greatest long-term men- 
ace to any white-collar and in- 
dustrialized nation. 

But here in Hungary you might 
think this war-sown result is be- 
ing disapproved. After all, the 
Hungarian Communists only won 
17 per cent of the seats in Parlia- 
ment in last autumn’s elections; 
and observers insist the Com- 
munists have lost some ground 
since then. But you don’t get the 
full and final effects of the elimi- 
nation of the middle classes in a 
few months; and here this elimi- 
nation was only completed in 
August. 

Only Two Ways to Go, 


There is not the slightest rea- 
son to think that Hungary's 
middie class can be restored to 
any effective strength in this gen- 
eration. When the impoverished 
Hungarian white-collar people 
have existed at the level of the 
workers, or below it, for a few 
years—when their plight -has be- 
come cripplingly permanent for 
so far as they can see or hope— 
where will they go? Of course, 
they can only go to the extreme 
Left or the extreme Right. But 
in present-day Hungary to take 
the road to the extreme Right is 
to hope for a mirage-like future 
which offers no practical possi- 
bilities whatsoever of attainment.

The greatest problem of them 
all lurks as far from solution as 
on July 25 when Andrei Gromyko 
turned down the American pro- 
posals as advanced by Bernard M. 
Baruch in part and in whole, 


Agreement, which means Soviet 
willingness to accept international 
inspection and forego the veto, 
continues stalemated. 


Baruch, leader of the American 
delegation on the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission, re- 
fuses, however, to abandon hope. 
Spurred by the most desperate 
challenge any statesman has ever 
faced, the “elder statesman” pa- 
tiently seeks to avert an arma- 
ment race and its consequence of 


winning Russian acquiescence. 
Gromyko Won’t Budge. 


He will not, and at this stage, 
could not, withdraw one inch from 
the American requirement for 
world-wide inspection and surren- 
der of the big power veto before 
the atomic know-how possessed 
by the United States is made pub- 
lic. Unfortunately for the achieve- 
ment of a compromise, Gromyko 
will not budge. 

His position goes deeper on this 
issue than his careful moves in 
dominating the Security Council. 
There, he often acts as arro- 
gantly and forcefully as he does 
because Russia, obsessed with a 
security complex and a desire to 
hamstring British-American power 
in Europe, is out-voted, Here, his 
adamant stand appears to spring 
from the fear of being obliged to 
permit inspectors inside the Soviet 
Union. 

Moscow wants no such inspec- 
tions.. 

The most comforting angle to 
the situation is that the Atomic 
Energy Commission remains in- 
tr-t, it meets regularly, with all 
12 members (the 11 Security 
Council nations plus Canada) 
around the table, and Gromyko 
has not walked out. 

Monday may produce a slightly 
brighter side. Baruch’s deputy, 
John M. Hancock, will present a 
detailed study from the American 
delegation. The contents are top 
secret at the moment but Han- 
cock indicates “they will throw 
the discussions of atomic control 
wide open.” 

May Mean Some Changes. 

That cryptic hint may mean 
that America is prepared to offer 
some changes in the earlier 
stages of the control plan. There 
have been complaints that this 
phase of the Baruch proposal was 
not as clear as it might be. 
However, the core 
sign of change—and that, basical- 
ly, is where the U.S.A, and the 
U.S.8.R. cannot agree. 
Critics of the Baruch position 
wonder if the United States has 
not been talking too much about 
its monopoly of atomic energy. 
Some of the scientists who 
worked on the Manhattan Proj- 
ect would like to see more of an 
enlightened program to educate 
the world, especially the Russians, 
to the utter madness of an atomic 
war. 

There has been much sober 
thinking around New York since 
Premier Stalin told the world 
that American possession of the 
atomic secret cannot last long. 

It makes complete sense that 
Russia, certainly engaged in de- 
veloping the know-how itself, may 
simply be playing a waiting game 
= the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion.

The full terms of the Tehran 
agreement are still officially 
wrapped in secrecy. But it is 
common knowledge that in this 
wartime treaty-of-spoils, Britain 
and Russia, with the consent of 
America’s late President, divided 
the Balkans into zones of influ- 
ence. From this gainful partition 
the United States held aloof, giv- 
ing away political leverage and 
strategic advantage won by costly 
effort. 

Observers early argued that the 
American retreat at Tehran was 
dangerous. The Soviets, without 
having fought anywhere in the 
Mediterranean, aimed to expand 
there. Britain, too, was adding 
to its own borrowed power. 


Stake Demonstrated. 


The new American stake in 
eastern Europe had been demon- 
strated by the iron lessons of 
strategy, independent of aid to 
Britain and Russia. The costly 
American raids against Romanian 
oil fields and Bulgarian ports, the 
open-handed help under lend-lease 
to keep Turkey leaning away from 
the Axis, and the line of American 
air bases which at one time even 
extended into northern Syria were 
proof of a new pattern. 


Today the permanent American 
peacetime interests in the eastern 
Mediterranean include Palestine, 
where American Jewry has sub- 
sidized the Zionists for 25 years, 
the Iraq and Arabian oil fields, 
which afford an opportunity to 
recoup America’s abnormally 
heavy fuel contributions to its 
allies, and the freedom of the 
Danube, Dardanelles and Suez 
passages, with the air bases and 
sea approaches which dominate 
them. 

In wartime, observers who called 
for a strong, permanent American 
areo-naval policy in the eastern 
Mediterranean were called “im- 
perialists,” “anti-British,” or “an- 
ti-Russian.”

Big Question in Area. 


What the Balkans, the Levant 
and Egypt would like to know 
now is: Does the United States 
Navy mean to keep up the For-- 
restal policy? 

If the American role in thé 
Mediterranean is for keeps, some 
of these countries, with this reas 
surance at hand, could relax the 
rightist hunt for “Communists” 
that is now going on, with Brit- 
ish approval and some cases sup- 
port. 

A “Communist” has come to be 
anyone who has read Marx, dis 
likes royalty, or criticizes British 
policy.

HONORED BY CAMBRIDGE

PORTUGAL REVOLT IS QUICKLY 
QUELLED WITHOUT A FIGHT 


LISBON, Oct. 11 (AP)—Portugal 
was reported calm today after a 
short-lived bloodless soldier revolt 
in the north that led the Salazar 
Government to alert troops and 
cut telephone communications out 
of Lisbon. 

A communique last night said 
a regular army officer, a group of 
non-commissioned officers and 70 
soldiers participating in the up- 
rising had surrendered without a 
fight. It added: “There is com- 
plete calm throughout Portugal.” 

Lisbon heard reports that a 
young officer had dashed into a 
cavalry barracks at Monte Pred- 
ralva near Oporto, some 175 miles 
north of the capital, and, shouting 
for soldiers to join “a march to 
glory to conquer freedom,” had 
led 80 or 100 of them southward 
toward this city.

Labor’s Family Fights 

The senseless jurisdictional dispute which pre- 
vented: KSD from televising the Veiled Prophet's 
ball was nothing stupendous, but is it a hint of 
labor rapacity to come? The young and hopeful 
television industry could suffer badly from the 
rivalries of unions. If that happened, labor 
would pay for its guilt. 
_ Evidently the photographers’ affiliate of the 


AFL stage hands’ union was prepared to make 


trouble for the first demonstration of postwar 
television in St. Louis. New York television sta- 
tions already had encountered jurisdictional dif- 
ficulties. Since the new medium requires a 
myriad of special services, some labor leaders 
seem to regard it as an exceedingly juicy plum, 
and hope to hog it all. 

If they wanted to, the AFL photographers, 
electricians, radio announcers, stage hands, mo- 
tion picture machine operators, musicians, radio 
engineers, screen writers, radio writers, screen 
or stage actors, maintenance workers and pos- 
sibly even the cosmetologists, among the host of 
AFL unions and affiliates, all could start tearing 
at the half-formed bones of the new business. 

Then this industry, of which the public ex- 
pects so much, would be crippled in infancy. 
And for labor, all hell would break loose. The 
drastic picture of compulsory labor legislation, 
which Joseph Padway drew for the AFL con- 
vention in Chicago yesterday, would become fact. 
The people simply will not stand for such a 
senseless display of internecine throat-cutting 
and industrial mayhem. 

The public already is aroused and resentful 
because labor regards its quarrels as “private,” 
though they can cripple whole communities and 
industries. One classic case was the 28-year-long 
argument between the carpenters and machin- 
ists, which violated contracts and balked the 
expansion of the Anheuser-Busch brewery. The 
latest sample is the costly and head-cracking 
fight in Hollywood between the carpenters and 
stage hands on the movie sets. 

If such wrangling is a primary problem for 
the AFL, that is because jurisdictional disputes 
are peculiarly a disease of the craft union 
structure, which places a number of unions 
within one industry. The CIO’s vertical unions 
oc@ipy whole industries and don’t meet such 
issues. But the CIO is involved in the matter 
because of its bickering with the AFL. 

Fortunately, some of labor’s most intelligent 
leadership has lately begun to worry about 
jurisdiction. A week ago, the AFL Metal Trades 
Department drew up a plan for conferences of 
leaders of unions engaged in such disputes, with 
a final solution by a referee, if need be. The 
CIO steel workers intend to ask next month’s 
CIO convention for a plan of orderly adjudica- 
tion. 

Repeated demands for a similar solution have 
been placed before the present AFL conven- 
tion. These are accompanied by honest warn- 
ings of potential reprisal by government if labor 
does not set its own house in order. Yet, in the 
past, the AFL has usually sidestepped and 
treated its back-biting unions like orphans in 
the jurisdictional storm. 

By such stupidity, labor . encourages the 
growth of organizational greed, which prompts 
one union to stab another and sets up family 
quarrels as an incitement to public vengeance. 
Now television offers a stern new test of labor's 
responsibility, and there will be others. Have 
the union leaders asked themselves how much 
longer the public will suffer from utterly point- 
less strikes? Do they see the mounting resent- 
ment? 

Perhaps they do. At least, the issue has been 
placed squarely before the AFL convention, and 
will confront the CIO meeting. In justice to 
itself, labor should accept this time and place 
to outlaw the thoroughly unnecessary plague of 
jurisdictional violence. 
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Amends in the Howard Case 

Circuit Attorney Griffin has made handsome 
amends for the inexcusable conduct of a subor- 
dinate during a Coroner’s inquest in the Wil- 
liam Howard case. Mr. Griffin has apologized 
because Assistant Circuit Attorney Thomas E. 
Dowling was disrespectful toward witnesses and 
showed partiality toward Patrolman William J. 
Niggemann, who shot Howard. Largely because 
of Dowling’s behavior, the verdict of justifiable 
homicide by the Coroner’s jury was meaningless. 

Mr. Griffin has gone further than to repri- 
mand Dowling. He has offered to let David M. 
Grant, president of the local branch of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, help collect evidence for the grand 
jury, which will begin its inquiry into the How- 
ard shooting on Thursday. By this action the 
Circuit Attorney has helped to assure the fair 
and impartial investigation which the Howard 
case requires.

In 
fact, it is being freely predicted that the ice- 
man goeth. 
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Truman’s Battered Ramparts 

Continued assaults batter the Administra- 
tion’s ramparts against inflation. Industry mem- 
bers of the WSB have resigned, undoubtedly 
because Mr. Truman overrode the board in the 
AFL seamen case. The Lewis-Green sector of 
labor, the NAM sector of industry, the whole 
meat industry clamor for decontrol. Goods are 
withheld to invoke consumer support. The 
OMWR advisory board seriously considers rec- 
ommending decontrol, and Eric Johnston, a 
former friend of stabilization, wants to junk it 
as lost, 

It is a fearful dilemma for the President, for 
all that it is partly of his own making. How- 
ever, he should choose unequivocally for con- 
tinued controls. Here is why: 

1, The people are irritated but not suffering. 
If prices soar, all persons with low and fixed 
incomes will suffer on the way up and millions 
will suffer worse in the ensuing recession. 

2. Higher prices would wreck the veterans’ 
housing program for lack of able buyers. They 
would wreck rent ceilings, which William 
Green and other advocates of decontrol want 
to preserve. Sub rosa rent premiums would be- 
come almost universal. More ‘landlords would 
sell out, and no one would build housing for 
rent. 

3. Present eeiling-price policies are not 
hampering production. Meat is being withheld, 
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but the animals are being produced. If organized 
labor is reasonable, and if the Government con- 
vinces business men and farmers that it will 
not yield under pressure, the flow of meat and 
other goods will resume and increase. 

4. In spite of the AFL seamen settlement, 
most of organized labor is showing restraint in 
wage policy. Self-restraint will break if prices 
are set free to rise, and there will be more 
crippling strikes. 

Mr, Truman has vacillated disastrously, but 
his course should nevertheless be for continued 
wage-price control. 


The Chamber Didn’t Know 

The United States Chamber of Commerce, 
after a year’s preparation of a statement on 
Communism in the United States, and with an 
elaborate build-up, shot off its mouth without 
knowing what it was talking about. The spec- 
tacle it made of itself was painful. 

The pain must have been particularly acute 
for Francis P. Matthews, an Omaha lawyer who 
was chaigman of the chamber’s committee and 
its spokesman in presenting the report. 

Mr. Matthews couldn’t say who were “the two 
powerful Communists” in the CIO whom Philip 
Murray, according to Matthews, did not dare dis- 
charge. He couldn’t say who were any—not even 
one—of the “many faithful public servants” who, 
according to him, had been driven out of Gov- 
ernment service by the Nation, the New Re- 
public and PM. 

. He couldn’t say who were the “influential of- 
ficials in the Treasury” who, according to him, 
had been influenced by Communists to draw up 
a hard peace for Germany at Potsdam. The 


‘more Mr. Matthews couldn’t say, the plainer it 


became. why he couldn’t say. He didn’t know. 

The Chamber of Commerce had an opportun- 
ity to do some good with this report. Some of 
its suggestions are sensible, and could be taken 
seriously except for their context. The report 
recommends a “competent, impartial and pa- 
triotic fact-finding plan to throw light on Com- 
munist party activities.” Coming as it does in a 
document which suffers from an almost utter 
lack of fact-finding, and from an amount of in- 
competence noteworthy even nowadays, that is 
just funny, 

There is a lot of worth-while work to be done 
in finding out the facts about Communist ac- 
tivities in the United States, and in making de- 
mocracy work so much better than Communism 
that there won't really be any argument about 
it. But the United States Chamber of Commerce 
hasn’t done it. To the contrary, by making 
blanket accusations without knowledge of the 
facts, and by using smear techniques reminis- 
cent of the Dies Committee, it has placed a 
handicap on any competent and well-informed 
work in this field that may be done in the 
future. 
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Strange Labor Doings 

The boycott of Purdue students against $1 
haircuts has caused a couple of novel align- 
ments on the labor front. Sorority girls are 
boycotting the boycotters until they scab on 
themselves and get haircuts. The president of 
the Indiana Federation of Labor protests that 
college-boy pickets are engaged in an unlawful 
act because Purdue is a land-grant school, and 
says he will ask the Governor to break it up. 

Who would have expected what amounts to a 
strike by co-eds in sympathy with barbers, 
aimed against the lads who dance them and 
feed them malteds? And who would have ex- 
pected a labor leader, who would undoubtedly 
fight to the last comma for his own members’ 
right of peaceful picketing, to go running to the 
law when his members are on the receiving 
end? 
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Our Ambassador to China, John Leighton 
Stuart, proposes a liberal revolution under 
Chiang Kai-shek. When he gets that all but- 
toned up, maybe he will come on home and fo- 


ment a progressive uprising under Bob Taft.

Judge Russell’s Record 


To enable the voters to have “the true facts 
eoncerning Judge Russell's record on the bench,” 
a committee of lawyers, whose temporary chair- 
man is George T. Priest, is being formed. Judge 
Russell, in a recent Bar Association poll, re- 
ceived a favorable vote of 314 to 260, but he 
failed of indorsement under the two-thirds rule. 

Criticism of the Bar Association poll has been 
made on several grounds. There are 1185 mem- 
bers, but only 621 ballots were cast. There are 
many lawyers not members of the Bar Associa- 
tion who have not been consulted as to Judge 
Russell’s fitness and whose views are not known, 
Mr. Priest points out that, whereas a Judge may 


‘be re-elected by a simple majority at the polls, 


the Bar Association sets up a two-thirds re- 
quirement, which he labels as undemocratic. In 
1940, Judge Russell was indorsed by the Bar 
Association, running third in a field of nine. If 
he was fit then, why is he not fit now? 

The answer seems to lie in the fact that in 
1942, Judge Russell very courageously and very 
persistently fought for a full inquiry into the 
case of Edward Melendes, who was found dead 
in a police cell, his body a mass of bruises and 
hemorrhages. Judge Russell encountered op- 
position among local officialdom at nearly every 
turn, and he fought back hard with perhaps an 
excess of zeal. In doing so, he aroused deep 
prejudices and made a lot of enemies. 

It is Judge Russell’s role in the Melendes case 
which no doubt explains in large part why he 
did not receive the Bar Association indorse- 
ment. If that is true, the sympathy of the pub- 
lic should lie naturally with Judge Russell, who 
fought against one of the worst examples of 
police brutality this city has witnessed, 

As for Judge Russell’s judicial record as a 
whole, some facts mentioned by Mr. Priest 
speak eloquently for themselves, In nearly 12 
years on the bench, Judge Russell’s decisions in 
criminal cases have never been reversed by an 
appellate court. His record there is 100 per 
cent, In civil cases, 82 per cent of his rulings, 
from which appeals were taken, have been af- 
firmed by higher tribunals. 

The Bar Association poll in the instance of 
Judge Russell is inconclusive and misleading. 
He deserves the approval of the voters at the 
November election.

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WHEN PEACE FLEW OVER ST. LOUIS 
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Paris: An Estimate 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Peace Conference is nearing end of its labors with a record of 
minor compromises, editorial says; it has dashed many hopes; yet it 
may prove useful history, if it teaches world to face basic cleavage 
between Russia and the West rather than try to evade the issue.

The Paris Peace Conference has virtually 
completed its labors. What remains is a 
hard week of speech-making and of voting 
which will record those compromises (none 
of them very satisfactory) which some 
18 months of exhausting diplomatic ef- 
fort have been able. to achieve, while re- 
turning to the Big Four the several cruvial 
issues upon which no agreement has been 
possible. 


This is no great result. The fact that in 
reaching it tempers have been frayed to 
the breaking point, the clashes have been 
bitter, suspicions have been mutually ag- 
gravated and deep wounds have been in- 
flicted all around has given rise to pro- 
foundly pessimistic comment. 


Yet it is possible that in the long per- 
spective the Paris Conference may sstill 
come to seem one of the more useful epi- 
sodes in the hard task of reconstruction. 


If so, it will be because at this confer- 
ence the long attempt at evasive compro- 
mise has ended in a bankruptcy too obvious 
for any to deny. That attempt, in which 
no power was alone, goes back a long way, 
before Yalta or Teheran, back to the At- 
lantic Charter, which was in itself ambigu- 
ous in more ways than one, 


“The Crowning Ambiguity” 


The Paris Conference represented the 
crowning ambiguity, the final effort to 
evade rather than to face the basic diffi- 
culty involved jn the deep cleavage between 
the Soviet and the Western systems of 
social organization. It was an evasion on 
both sides. 


To put it over-simply, the West pressed 
for the conference as a means of summon- 
ing up voting majorities and “world opin- 
ion” (both more or less meaningless in the 


actual context) against Russian aims; Rus- — 


sia accepted the conference as an equally 
suitable means for summoning up her own 
weapons of propaganda, Communist party 


discipline and infiltration tactics against 
the West. 


The great importance of the result is 
that both attempts have now substantially 
failed, as they were doomed to do. The 
settlements, in so far as they have been 
made, have followed neither the dictates of 
Western voting processes nor those of Rus- 
sian totalitarian “democracy”; they have 
actually coincided with the balances of 
politico-military power already established. 
The issues which could not be settled have 
gone back again to wait, as they had to do 
from the first, on Big Four agreement. 


New and Firmer Ground 


The conference has done somewhat more 
than this. It has given a voice to all sorts 
of small-power and special interests, thus 
mitigating the rigidity of the sort of 
great-power dictate which seems to have 
been the Soviet aim. 


It has also given voice to the powerful 
totalitarian forces which the Russian sys- 
tem, for better or worse, does in fact wield, 
thus mitigating the self-deceptive superior- 
ity with which Western democracy tended 
to approach the whole problem. The West 
has been compelled to take, perhaps for 
the first time since June, 1941, a truer 
measure of the Slav world. 


But the Kremlin must also have acquired 
a somewhat truer measure of the Western 
world. It has not collapsed under the Com- 
munist propaganda drive; it is not riddled 
with oppression and unrest; it often does 
not even read Mr. Molotov’s speeches, far 
less agree to them. 


This conference has disappointed West- 
ern hopes, It has almost certainly (in 
spite of the lamentably misguided efforts 
of Mr, Wallace and similar statesmen) dis- 
appointed a good many Russian hopes. 
Both sets of hopes were false, and once 
they are cleared away we are on firmer 
ground for real advance than before. 


Guilt of the Nazi Myth-Maker

Alfred Rosenberg, the myth-maker of the 
Nazis, was found as guilty of having com- 
mitted crimes against the good of the world 
as were the Reichsmarshal, the Foreign 
Minister, the chief of the German High 
Command and the army Chief of Staff. 

With ideas the myth-making philosopher 
attempting to violate the human soul, He 
sought justification for bestiality. He en- 
deavored to still conscience. Using fantastic 
tales and false premises, he tried to make 
wrong appear right. 

It was he who revived the myth of Nordic 
superiority. He conceived the patchwork 
philosophy that made slave labor, concen- 
tration camps, pillage and mass murder 
appear justifiable in the eyes of ardent 
Nazis. He poisoned minds. 

“Soul means race seen from within,” he 
preached, “and vice versa, race is the outer 
form of the soul.” In effect, the body rules 
the spirit, and race is superior to con- 
science, he reasoned. 

Taking legends and customs from bar- 
barous ages of Europe, he created for Ger- 
many a fantasy, with blond heroes ruling 
by force and inspired by gods who blessed 
them, because they had fair complexions, 
blue eyes and long heads. The philosopher

was sufficiently educated to know that 
acience disproves that thesis. 

Yet he found in Germany—one of the 
most scientifically advanced countries— 
thousands who swallowed his doctrine of 
race, The country which led in the study 
of the science of man listened to the myth- 
to emotions as voiced 
through Hitler, and countenanced racial 
hatred and let it breed cancers of the spirit. 

The soul of Germany was sick. Military 
prowess, great industrialization and scien- 
tific research for war failed to make the 
myth a reality. The racial soul cannot 
prevail, In spirit men live as man,

Seeing Mr. Brown 


SEEING THINGS, by Jobe Mason Brown. (McGraw. 


Hill Book Co., New York.) 

This collection of essays chiefly concerned 
with the theater begins with an account 
of a children’s party and ends with a com- 
mencement address. Mr. Brown, who first 
made a name for himself as a New York 
dramatic critic, and now is an editor ef 
the Saturday Review of-Literature, quite 
properly takes in all literature and life. 
To this reviewer the book reveals more 
about Mr. Brown, who is a very nice per- 
son, than it does about literature or life, 

Mr. Brown is emotional rather than aaa 
lytic in his criticisms. He tells as well 
what he feels. He does not make as clear 
why he feels as he does. His pieces on 
parents at a school exercise, and on a “de 
votee of Donald Duck” (his nine-year-old 
son), at the child's first performance of 
“Hamlet” are delightful. Such essays ab 
those on Woollcott and on Disney contain 
little revelation for the reader, His af- 
fection for the “Town Crier” is evident and 
sincere; but for al] the detail no personal 
ity emerges. He brings up the question of 
why adults can enjoy Disney along with the 
children, but provides no answer. 

Mr. Brown loves the bright headline—for 
example, the titles, “The State of the Na- 
than” and “Disney and the Dane.” He has 
the editor’s fear of being high-hat and 
usually couples any literary reference with 
slang. His metaphors are so contemporary 
that many will be obscure next season. 

In spite of his experience as a profes- 
sional reviewer, Mr. Brown has the en- 
thusiasm of the amateur. This emotional 
energy is his great virtue as a critic. When 
he writes that Olivier in “Oedipus” is a 
“Graeco-Roman statue brought to life; 
sullen, wilful, august and imperious,” he is 
not asking his reader to criticize; he is of- 
fering emotional participation.

Job Possibilities ig Air Transport 
CAREERS IN AVIATION, by Samuel Burger. (Green- 

berg, New York.) 

With the close of the war and the dis- 
charge from the Armed Forces of thou- 
sands of men trained in various aviation 
skills, there has been frequent talk of the 
bright possibilities for placement of at least 
a large part of this potential labor supply 
in commercial aviation jobs. That there 
will be a huge expansion in private flying 
seems certain. Possibilities of the industry 
as a source of jobs is another matter. 

Mr. Burger has made a painstaking study 
of the field. While the major portion of 
his book is given over to the airlines and 
their job possibilities, he has not neglected 
such other branches as the operation of 
airports, charter services and furnishing of 
instruction. One chapter is devoted to 
women in flying. 

Probably the most serious criticism that 
could be made is that, in his enthusiasm 
for aviation, he has been able to see at 
least a vice-presidency of an airline ahead 
for anyone who does a good enough job, 
and has minimized the fact that, just as in 
other fields, many of the positions are 
routine and hold little hope for the worker 
to reach top income brackets.

Ray Holland, widely known sportsman 
and long-time editor of Field and Stream, 
has two sons, Bob and Dan, who are su- 
perlatively good photographers of fishing 
and hunting scenes.

But that there is here a problem 
of immense gravity and complica- 
tion, no one should attempt to 
deny. Though it is the fashion 
for the moment to ignore it, largely 
out of fear that to examine the 
British-American problem is to 
give aid and comfort to the Rus- 
sians, we may take it for certain 
that unless those who believe in 
the British-American partnership 
grasp the nettle, those who wish 
to disrupt the partnership will ex- 
ploit the differences which we have 
failed to resolve. 

Lord Lothian, who was not only 
a most effective Ambassador but 
also a British-American statesman 
of the first rank, understood the 
problem, and never—even in the 
darkest days of the war—lost sight 
of it. “Anglo-American relations,” 
he once remarked in a speech at 
St. Louis, “are always difficult to 
talk about. ... There are, how- 
ever, two sayings which each con- 
tain the proverbial half-truth 
which I cannot forbear to quote 
tonight because they tend to put 
the question in a humorous per- 
spective. One is the well-known 
American gag about the attitude 
of Great Britain, ‘England expects 
every American to do his duty’ 
—that is, come to the assistance 
of the British Empire when it isin 
trouble. The other is the British 
gag about the attitude of the 
United States, ‘America expects 
the British Navy to defend her 
right to be neutral.’” 


Where the Shoe Pinches. 


Lord Lothian was speaking in 
April 1940, before the United 
States had entered the war, before 
lend-lease, before the destroyer- 
bases transaction. British-Ameri- 
can relations are now different 
than they were then in that 
American neutrality, when Britain 
is involved in a world conflict, is 
no longer conceivable. But the 
residual problem, as yet unsolved, 
remains—namely, that while in 
the difficulties of the Empire the 
initiative and the authority are in 
London, the consequences must be 
met also in Washington.

Because of their experience in 
the evolution of the empire into 
the commonwealth, British states- 
men should be prepared to under- 
stand, far better than they appear 
to at the moment, the inner prob- 
lem of British-American relations. 

They have lived long enough not 
to talk as if they could not under- 
stand the difficulty which Ameri- 
cans are trying to express when 
they say, as so many Americans 
do, that they are partners with 
British Commonwealth of 
Nations, but that they do not know 
what they are in relation to the 
British Empire. 

On Jan, 24, 1944, Lord Halifax 
delivered an address at Toronto 
'. which he said: 

“T speak frankly ;-s I know 
you would have me speak. On 
Sept. 3, 1939, the Dominions were 
faced with a dilemma of which 
the whole world was aware. Either 
they must confirm a policy which 
they had had only partial share 
in framing, or they must stand 
aside and see the unity of the 
Commonwealth broken, perhaps 
fatally and forever. It did not 
take them long to choose, and 
with one exception they chose 
war, 


No Use Pretending. 


“But the dilemma. was there, 
and having occurred twice in 25 
years, it may occur again. This 
is the point at which equality of 
function lags behin@ equality of 
status. The Dominions are free— 
absolutely free—to choose their 
path; but every time there is‘a 
crisis in international affairs, 
they are faced with the same in- 
exorable dilemma, from’ which 
there is no escape.” : 

If Canada is faced with this 
“inexorable dilemma, from which 
there is no escape,” certainly there 
is no use pretend-ng that the 
United States has not been faced 
with it most poignantly of all, and 
that the United States is not now 
faced with it. “he dilemma is a 
real one, and until British-Amer- 
ican statesmanship recognizes it, 
and takes it seriously, and explores 
it frankly, the partnership of the 
English-speaking peoples will be 
at the mercy of incidents and irri- 
tations and blunders, of isolation- 
ism in both countries and disrup-

PRESBYTERIANS. PLAN 
HOSPITAL IN THIS AREA 


Synod Appoints 5-Man Com- 
mittee to Check Feasibility 
of Proposal, 


A proposal for investigating the 
practicability of establishing a 
Presbyterian hospital in the St. 
Louis area was approved yester- 
day at the closing meeting of the 
Missouri synod of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United 
States, the church's southerh 
branch. 

The proposed hospital would be 
supported jointly by the Presby 
terian Church in’ the United 
States and the Presbyterian 


Church, U.S.A., the northern 
branch, and would be the first 
Presbyterian hospital in Missouri, 
the Rev. Dr. William H. McCorkle, 
pastor of Westminster Presby- 
terian Church, 5300 Delmar bovwle- 
vard, said. The meetings were 
held at Westminster church. 

A committee of five members, 
including Dr. McCorkle, was ap- 
pointed to investigate feasibility 
of the proposal. The committee 
was empowered to collabo- 
rate with a similar commit- 
tee of the Missouri synod of the 
Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., and 
authorized to incorporate and se 
lect a board of directors ‘f enough 
interest in the project was shown. 

Members of the hospital com- 
mittee of the southern branch, in 
addition to Dr. McCorkle, are the 
Rev. Dr. B. Frank Hall, pastor of 
Central Presbyterian Church; John 
Raeburn Green, attorney and 
member of Central Church: Dr.

The necessity of acquiring a 
fense of the United States was 
discussed last night by Walter C.

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The New Films

“THE KILLERS,” which opens tonight at the FOX with a 
preview, is based on the short story by Ernest Hemingway, a 
classic vignette of how two gunmen enter a small town lunch- 
room, coldly and efficiently prepare to kill a man, and how he 

> apathetically awaits his fate. 

The movie starts off with that—the laconic 

Hemingway dialogue is given almost word for 

word, Then Screenwriter Anthony Veiller 

carries on with a brilliant reconstruction of 

why the victim, a dim-witted ex-pug called 

Swede, was murdered by two men he had 

never seen before. The story of cross and 

double-cross is unearthed by an insurance investigator in a 
series of flashbacks. 


What results is one of the best crime melodramas ever 
filmed. The episodes are presented with a terseness, economy, 
violence, and low key in the acting that give it the brittle rea)- 
ism of today’s newspaper headlines. It is essentially a drama 
of action; psychological motivation has no part in it, But its 
cryptic style, fast pace which never lets down, the way sus- 
pense is mounted to a nerve-wracking degree, keep it from be- 
ing superficial. 

Robert Siodmak, who directed it for Producer Mark Hell- 
inger, did a masterful job. The dumb, glazed look of Swede as 
he crouches on his bed, waiting for the killers to burst into the 
room, the bird’s-eye view of a payroll robbery, a sudden bloody 
barroom gun battle, the thud of punches landing in a brutal 
prize-ring scene, are all good touches. 

The cast has only minor names, but the performances are 
excellent. Burt Lancaster, whose previous acting experience 
was confined largely to one stage play, is the Swede, a love- 
sick, slow-moving brute made by nature to be a fall guy. Ed- 
mond O’Brien is the dogged investigator, Albert Dekker the 
leader of the holdup gang, Sam Levene a detective, Vince Bar- 
nett a broken-down “hood,” all a sharply defined gallery of por- 
traits. Perhaps the only weak spot is Ava Gardner, who is 
merely the conventional gun-moll. 

The program, beginning tomorrow, will have a second fea- 
ture, “NORTH OF THE BORDER,” the usual western stuff 
with a Mountie touch. 


More Love Than Thrills 
While Director. Alfred Hitchcock doesn’t manage to raise 
the pulse-beat as much as usual with his tricks of suspense, 
“NOTORIOUS,” at the ST. LOUIS is still an expertly done spy 
melodrama, well acted, slickly photographed, absorbingly told. 
Ingrid Bergman and Cary Grant, as two 
American agents on the trail of a Nazi ring 
in Rio de Janeiro, turn in their usual top 
notch performances, but Claude Rains, as the 
Nazi chief, perhaps overshadows them with an 
incisive piece of acting. There is more love- 
making than customary in a Hitchcock pic- 
ture—Miss Bergman's display of passion is 
away up in Fahrenheit—but it’s part of the plot and doesn’t 

impede the flow of action. 


Uranium ore has replaced the old war plans as the spy 
prize in Ben Hecht’s story. Miss Bergman, though in love with 
Grant, is persuaded by a superior to marry the Nazi ringleader 
to uncover his plot. When the Nazi realizes he has been duped, 
he retaliates with slow poison in the coffee. The story suffers 
from lack of the usual Hitchcock surprise twists; the audience

Style, rather monotonous. His 
lack of expression, or force, or 
punch, or call it what you will, is 
due to the fact that he does not 
“read” well.

But he does “line” for 
lion, “spose” for suppose, “na- 
chull” for natural, “gona” for 
going to, etc. On the broadcast 
checked, he mispronounced re- 
sources as “rezources.”

Getting —s With Neighbors.

OST people have to live in 

towns, especially the younger 

olk who are rearing families. 
They have to be close to other 
people because they need help. A 
good neighbor is a great blessing 
in time of trouble and every fami- 
ly has those times. 


Then, too, they must live close 
to the doctor, the druggist, the 
school, the shops, the theaters. 
That means close to neighbors. 
And remember they live close to 
neighbors because they need them, 
That ought to make for good feel- 
ing but it sometimes works the 
other way. The children some- 
times get into trouble and unless 
the neighbors understand their 
mutual obligation trouble comes 
thick and fast, 


Every child is the neighbor’s 
child to somebody and that in- 
cludes yours. In towns where 
there are no fences, goodwill and 
kindly thoughts must take their 
places. Children have to be taught 
that there is a line which they 
must not cross without an invita- 
tion. One mother, knowing this 
laid a rope between her garden 
and the neighbors’ and taught the 
children to keep inside that line 
unless they were invited to cross 
it and then they must come to her 
for permission to do so. That set- 
tled any trouble likely to arise 
from trespassing. 

All little children, and some 
larger ones, fight. They hit each 
other without intent, they hit in- 


atinctly because their wills have 
been crossed. If they hit “with 
their hands no harm is done. The 
hit and hit back used up all the 
rage and the play goes on. Uusu- 
ally, if left to themselves, they 
get over this age very soon and 
Play well together. 

Now and then a child goes be- 
yond the bounds of childishness 
and picks up a spade, a hammer 
or whatever is handy and strikes 
with that. Such a child must be 
removed from the group immedi- 
ately, kept inside, alone, for the 
remainder of the half day. He 
must be told that such behavior is 
wrong, that it will cost him the 
love of everybody that knows him. 
He must be watched and trained 
until he gets past the striking 
stage, as he will, very soon, if 
trained promptly and understand- 
ingly. 

The attitude of the two mothers 
concerned here is highly impor- 
tant. Neither one is to become 
excited or angry. The child did 
not know the consequences of his 
action. It had little meaning for 
him. The one who was hit did 
not mean to anger his playmate. 
Both are behaving more on in- 
stinct than on good judgment, Be 
patient, be kind, be understand- 
ing, be on guard without bitter- 
ness, The only way to get along 
with the neighbors’ children is to 
love them and if you show love for 
the neighbors’ children, the neigh- 
bors will adore you. Try it and 
see.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

HE dinner given by Freedom 

House in honor of Bernard M. 

Baruch, to whom they gave 
their annual award for outstand- 
ing service in the cause of peace, 
was a significant occasion. Here 
is a man who has not held elec- 
tive public office and yet has been 
constantly in the public eye be- 
cause, through his services to the 
public, he has built for himself 
an exceptional place in the esteem 
of many men. 


I often think it must be hard 
to sit and hear yourself eulogized. 
I know that when I am being 
introduced as a speaker, I usually 
think: “Well, they have to justify 
having invited me, so all this 
praise is very pleasant but must 
not be taken too seriously.” It 
was different, however, the other 
night. Mr. Baruch had to take 
the praise seriously because the 
whole occasion revolved around 
him, and it was his past and pres- 
ent actions which had brought 
him so much genuine respect and 
admiration from men who them- 
selves stand very high in the 
public’s eaveems.

ONE OF THE seethinne, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury John 
Snyder, mentioned the fact that 
we were in a unique position be- 
cause we had seen the atomic age 
born. Most of us wonder whether 
seeing it born is half as important 
as seeing it develop along the 
proper lines. 

This is why Mr. Baruch’s work 
as United States representative on 
the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commsision means so much to 
us all, If only a working agree- 
ment can be reached under which 
the commercial development of 
atomic energy can be both guard- 
ed and encouraged, I think we will 
have gone a long way toward es- 
tablishing peace, 

Just because this country has 
the atom bomb does not mean 
other nations are not developing 
other weapons. But if we could 
reach an agreement for the con- 
trol and release of this energy, the 
new developments for peace might 
be so exciting that one could 
really start a joint disarmament 
program which would cover all 
types of armament. This would 


give us greater security than we 
could have in any other way. 

I was happy at the recognition 
accorded an old friend, and I pray 
that Mr. Baruch may long be able 
to continue the type of unselfish 
work he is now doing.

“A Noble Experiment.” 
Herbert Hoover did not say, as 
popular misimpression attributes 
to him, that prohibition was a 

noble experiment. " This sayin 
references to our era of pro Aen 
tion, is a misquotation of the 
original expression, 
others besides our correspondent 
are sticklers for the facts. 

The phrase in question takes us 
to a passage in a letter by Herbert 


Hoover, under date of February . 


28, 1928, replying to a communica- 
tion of the late Senator William 
A. Borah of Idaho. Senator Borah 
had written sevgral presidential 
aspirants of the day, requesting 
them to set forth their attitude 
on keeping the United States dry. 
And in his reply, Hoover wrote: 

“Our country has deliberately 
undertaken a great social and 
economic experiment, noble in 
motive and far-reaching in pur- 
pose.” 

This is the source of the lang- 
uage which was latter erroneously 
quoted as “a noble experiment.” 
And subsequently, in an address 
delivered at Stanford University, 
in which he accepted the Repub- 
lican nomination for the Presi- 
dency, Mr. Hoover repeated the 
same words, saying in addition: 

“I do not favor the repeal of 
the 18th amendment. I stand for 
the efficient enforcement of the 
laws enacted thereunder.” 


Apple Crumble Pudding 


One cup flour, one-half cup but- 
ter or margarine, one-half cup su- 
gar, white or brown, four apples, 
sliced, one-half cup sugar, one- 
half cup butter or margarine, two 
teaspoons water, one egg, beaten, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla.

ROM IMPROMPTU jazz concerts sponsored somé months 

ago by Norman Granz at the Philharmonic in Los Angeles 

comes album three of Disc’s “Jazz at the Philharmonic” 
(two 12-inch records). It’s disappointing in general, though 
there are redeeming solos. Lester “Pres” Young, with excel- 
lent melodic ideas, steals the show with his tenor sax solos 
on “Crazy Rhythm” and “Sweet Georgia Brown,” latter with a 
couple of unsavory honks. Excellent are pianistics by “Shoeless 
Joe" Jackson, actually Me) Powell. His work on “8. G. B.” is 
remarkably clean, considering the racing, uncomfortable tempo. 
Dizzy Gillespie, playing as John Birks, does good rebop trumpet- 
ing, but not his best. Willie Smith does academic alto solos 
on both numbers and Charlie Ventura’s tenor fails miserably 
as he tries too hard to cut Young. Bird Parker’s alto is too 
disjointed on “8S. G. B.,” which winds up with Al Killian’s 
high trumpeting, remarkable in that its elevation stays in key.

PPLE CHARLOTTE is a clas- 
Aue dessert made of simple 

everyday ingredients. The 
heavy, firm, tart, snappy flavored 
apples now on the market are 
just the ones-to use, Since this 
dessert naturally is about as deep 
as it is wide, it’s heavy load of 
apples would not cook thoroughly 
through by the time the buttered 
bread crust toasts to that rarest 
golden brown color if raw apples 
were used, That’s why the apples 
are precooked, and these apples 
are cooled to prevent the bread 
from soaking which would pre- 
vent it browning successfully. The 
generous amount of batter also 
contributes to the desired fine 
color, Every homemaker who once 
learns how to make a lovely char- 
lotte will want to repeat it now 
and then and wili want to find an 
ideal mold for making it. A pound 
coffee can is the ideal shape, but 
the paint on the outside and the 
lacquer on the inside makes it 
impractical. The best available 
mold is the No, two and one-half 
tin can and the circle of tin re- 
moved when the can was opened. 
This circle of tin laid over the top 
circle of bread assists in brown- 
ing it to the same color as the 
bottom and sides. 


Apple Charlotte. 


One and one-fourth pounds 
cooking apples (about three cups), 
one tablespoon water, one-third 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth cup raisins, 
six to eight slices day-old bread, 
two-thirds cup melted butter or 
margarine, 

Peel, core and slice apples into 
a two quart saucepan. Add water 
and sugar and stir. Heat to boil- 
ing and cook slowly, covered, four 
to six minutes or until apple slices 
are transparent at edges, stirring 
occasionally. Remove from heat. 
Add one tablespoon of the hot 
apple liquid to cinnamon to make 
a paste. Add raisins and cinnamon 
paste to apples, then cool. Trim 
crusts from bread slices and fit 
pieces tightly into bottom, sides 
and top of a No, two and one-half 
tin can; remove pieces and dip 
in butter or margarine until coat- 
ed thoroughly. Fit coated, bread 
tightly into bottom and sides of 
can. Turn in apple mixture, pack- 
ing securely and filling to the top. 
Cover with tep bread slice, then 


can lid, Place can in a shallow | 


pan in center rack of oven and 
bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees F.) about 40 minutes. Re- 
move from oven, invert ard turn 
out onto serving plate. If bread 
slices on sides do not hold to 
gether, tie ribbon around the cen- 
ter. While hot, glaze with any de- 
sired fruit glaze or serve with 
cream. Serve while warm. Makes 
four servings.

Cut kernels from four ears of 
corn, add one teaspoon salt and 
one-half teaspoon sugar and saute 
in two tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings or butter for about 10 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Add 
two medium tomatoes peeled, cut 
into wedges, then one and one- 
half cups sliced okra on top of the 
tomatoes. Do not stir. Cover and 
cook over low heat for 10 min- 
utes. Serve immediately. Four serv- 
ings. Serve each child four cups of 
milk to drink and each adult two 
cups in addition to that used in 
today’s menus.

Vassar's First Woman President 


A Feminist, Sarah Blanding Believes Women Can Help B

POUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y. Oct. 10. 


ISS SARAH GIBSON 
M BLANDING, first woman 

president of Vassar College, 
is a realistic feminist. An idealist 
about the role women should play 
in building a better world, she 
never lets her dreams get the bet- 
ter of her practical nature. Wom- 
en, particularly those who have 
had an opportunity for higher 
education, have an obligation to 
take a constructive part in com- 
munity affairs, Miss Blanding said 
during a recent interview. 

She found three obstacles to this 
active participation — and had a 
practical answer to all three, 

To the plea that a husband and 
children occupy a woman’s full 
time, Miss Blanding answered that 
“most women — and men too for 
that matter”’—don’t know how to 
plan their time. “The home and 
family definitely must come first,” 
Miss Blanding said, “but time 
planning is essential and more 
scientific work should be done in 
this field.” 

She backed up the statement 
with facts and figures on time 
and motion studies of household 
and farm tasks made while she 
was dean of the New York State 
College of Home Economics at 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y. 


A second problem, Miss Bland- 
ing, found, has its roots in what 
she thinks is a fairly general 
feminine fault. “For some reason,” 
she remarked, ‘women who want 
to participate in public affairs 
aren’t satisfied unless they can 
start right out at the top. They 
want to hurdle the learning 
process.” 


The answer to that, according 
to Miss Blanding, again is educa- 
tion — the teaching of young 
women that the way to positions 
of responsibility in civic affairs 
and politics of necessity starts at 
the bottom in small civic commit- 
tees and local elections. 


To dispose of the third deterrant 
to greater feminire participation 
in affairs outside the home, Miss 
Blanding admitted it was neces- 
sary to chide some women who 
are already active in community 
affairs. They are “so active,” she 
remarked, “that they perhaps 
jealously, perhaps unconsciously, 
guard their leadership against the 
advance of younger women in the 
cOmmunity, who could offer fresh 
enthusiasm and ideas.” 


Vassar graduates, Miss Blanding 
has found, already seem imbued 
with the spirit of community in- 
terest; under her administration, 
she hopes to broaden and deepen 
that spirit. “Here I have a foun- 
og on which to build,” ghe 
said, 


A tall, tanned woman, with 
graying hair drawn back in a 
simple knot, Miss Blanding talks 
frankly with reporters. And she 
may cock her head to one side, 
blow an expert smoke ring, and 
suddenly ask her interviewer: 

“Now, in your experience, did 
you fjnd that the need for plan- 
ning your work in college helped 
you in organizing your time in 
after life? Or was it just the 
organized discipline that made you 
work then?” 

Miss Blanding gets serious an- 
swers to her questions because 
she is genuinely interested: she 
has said she will use the same ap- 
proach to her dutie as president 
of Vassar. 

The function of a college presi- 
dent, in her opinion, is that “of 
one among equals. “Policy evolves 
from the faculty as a whole with 
the president as the leader,” she 
said. “It is a co-operative ven- 
ture. This year, we will be de- 
ciding what our educational ob- 
jectives are . . . whether, for in- 
stance, women should be educated 
differently from men, or follow 
the pattern of the men’s colleges.”

Miss Blanding was selected to 
succeed Dr. Henry Noble Mac- 
Cracken, president of Vassar since 
1915, from among 200 candidates. 
Mrs. Morris Hadley, chairman of 
the board of trustees, said that 
the committee—equally represen- 
tative of trustees and faculty—” 
set out to get the best possible 
person, man or woman.” After 
searching the field thoroughly, the 
committee “came to the conclusion 
that Miss Blanding was the out- 
standing candidate.” 

The woman they chose had pre- 
pared herself for the position 
against odds that would have 
stopped any but a most courageous 
person. Born forty-seven years ago 
in Lexington, Ky., the daughter of 
William DeSaussure and Sarah 
Gibson Anderson Blanding, she 
makes no secret of the fact that 
“we were poor people.” 

“After the war ween the 
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states, all the families were hit 
hard,” she once explained. When 
she was twelve, she earned $10 a 
month ringing the bell for the 
local Episcopal church, Her early 
ambition was to be a doctor, but, 
when her father died while she 
was still in high school, she aban- 
doned that plan. 

On borrowed money she came 
north to the New Haven Normal 
School of Gymnastics in Connec- 
ticut, from which she received her 
certificate in 1919. Three jobs 
were offered to her, two of them 
in high schools and a third, at 
$800 a year, or about half the 
salary offered by the high schools, 
at the University of Kentucky. She 
took the last, on condition that 
she be permitted to attend classes 
in the morning and teach physical 
education in the afternoon. 

Working full time, both as 
student and teacher, she com- 
pleted the work for an A.B. de- 
gree in political science in 1923. 

But before she had actually been 


handed her diploma, she was 
asked to become acting dean of 
women at the University. 

She accepted, worked for a year, 
and then went to Columbia Uni- 
versity for graduate work. Armed 
with an M.A., she returned to the 
University of Kentucky in 1926 to 
take up the double duty of dean 
of women and assistant professor 
of political science, 


In 19387, she became an associate 
professor of political science, She 
continued in the dual capacity of 
dean and professor until July, 
1941, whtn she was called to Cor- 
nell to strengthen and liberalize 
the College of Home Economics 
as director of that state-supported 
school, Six months later her title 
was changed to dean of the col- 
lege, in recognition of the war- 
time importance of the school's 
curriculum, She was the first 
woman dean in Cornell’s history.

Miss Blanding once defined her- 
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self as a political “middle-of-the- 
roader.” 

“I don’t like the militarism or 
nationalism or imperialism that 
capitalism breeds, and I don’t like 
communism with its purges and 
concentration camps. I do believe 
that the United States and Russia 
are the two most powerful na- 
tions and that they must cooper- 
ate for peace,” she said, 

Always active in efforts to tm- 
prove racial understanding, Miss 
Blanding is convinced that prefu- 
dice cannot exist in an atmosphere 
where minds meet with respect. 

Besides being the first woman 
dean at Cornell, and the youngest 
dean of women in the country 
when she was at Kentucky, Miss 
Blanding served during the war as 
the only woman member of the 
Joint Army and Navy Committee 
on Welfare ‘and Recreation. But 
with all her “firsts,” Miss Blanding 
was still surprised when Vassar 
chose her ag its president. She 
thought her “hodge-podge back- 
ground,” her lack of a Ph.D. de- 
gree and her sex would put her 
out of the competition early, 

The selection committee Was 
somewhat worried about hiring a 
woman and wondered briefly if a 
woman would be capable of should- 
ering the social as well as the ad- 
ministrative duties of a president. 

Vassar”’s five male presidents 
have all had: wives to act as offi- 
cial hostess at social functions. 
Miss Blanding, however, has ob- 
served that she “has lots of energy 
and very good health.” “I can 
work like a horse and it doesn’t 
hurt me and I cah get along pretty 
well with four or five hours’ sleep 
a night.”

Already she has moved her 3,000 

volume library and her biack 
cocker spaniel, “Shadow,” into the 
large Victorian president’s house 
on the tree-shaded Vassar campus, 
She has had the dark, heavy wood- 
work and panelling painted in 
white and other light colors. 
* Although, she says she does not 
cook “with home economics rules,” 
on occasion she has single-handed 
prepared and served dinner for 
as many as thirty people. 

When Miss Blanding first met 
the student body at convocation 
exercises on September 7, she 
found herself welcoming not only 
1,342 women, but also ninety-eight 
veterans studying under the G. I. 
Bill of Rights, the first male un- 
dergraduates in. the _ college's 
eighty-five years. 

She welcomed them as men and 
women who were at Vassar be- 
cause they “were judged to be in- 
telligent and because you could 
profit by a college education,” 

“At any time intelligence is a 
gift to be prized,” she said. “But 
in an era such as the one through 
which we are living, an era sur- 
charged with events of transcend- 
ent importance, there is an added 
obligation to make of your men- 
tal equipment the best use that 
can possibly be made of it.... 
The problems that face us are s0 
critical that a person with brains 
has no right to let them lie fallow; 
rather, he has a sacred obligation 
to stretch them to their utmost 
capacity.”

South then made another con- 
ventional bid five no trump, North 
forgot that he was using Black- 
wood. His proper response was 
six diamonds, but North bid six 
no trump, thinking he was making 
a final decision. South couldn't 
imagine what his partner meant 
but decided it must indicate a 
strong hand, so he tried the grand 
slam. East cautiously refrained 
from doubling, hoping to defeat 
seven spades but not confident of 
setting seven no trump. 


West opened the ten of dia- 
monds, and dummy won with 
jack. Declarer looked at the d 
my disgustedly for a moment and 
then tried the spade finesse. When 
West discarded a heart, South did 
some careful thinking. 

Clearly he would have to lead 
dummy’s two remaining spades 
for finesses; and then he would 
have to enter dummy a third time 
to be able to lead through at the 
twelfth trick. He could get three 
additional entries to dummg only 
by taking a finesse in clubs at 
the appropriate time. 


Having planned his play, South 
cashed the top hearts, entered 
dummy with a diamond and took 
a second spade finesse. He then 
successfully finessed dummy’s 
club jack and took a third spade 
finesse. Next he entered dummy 
with the club ace discarded the 
losing heart on a top diamond 
and then discarded the club king 
On the fourth good diamond, With 
only two ¢ards in each hand, 
dummy was on lead; and South 
was able to take a trumpless rump 
finesse through East to make his 
grand slam. 
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
